BUILDING RESEARCH IN 1955_ 


Wie Building Research Station at Watford occupies an increasingly important 

place in the industry to-day. Careful study of the full report of the 
Building Research Board reminds us once again of the very wide range of 
investigations covered by the department. Some of the items we have seen 
before and the research may appear somewhat lengthy; however, the BRS is 
nothing if not thorough. Other items are new and seem to be more involved 
in their technological approach. The main pattern, limited only by finance on 
the one hand and by time on the other, illustrates that a worthwhile job is 
being done for the benefit of the whole industry. Some of the more important 
items of research include that on the manufacture of a lightweight aggregate 
from pulverised fuel ash such as is produced in such huge quantities by some of 
the power stations. Another is that of lighting, both daylighting and artificial, 
a subject in which the Department has closely collaborated with architects. 
The investigation into the cost of high flats, which demonstrates a type of group 
study that the Station is able to undertake involving many sections of the 
organisation, is likely to be particularly important, and its results cannot be 
published too soon. 

The Station is financed, in the main, by the Treasury, and any further develop- 
ments in scope or capacity will have to be carried by contributions from the 
industry. These already take many forms: one such is the sponsoring of a 
Research Fellowship, for example that of the North Midlands Lime and 
Limestone Association, who have a definite line of approach to follow. Another 
is the support given by the Brick Development Association to the work on 
handling and packaging of bricks. The National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers has agreed to contribute £2,000 annually for five years, 
which demonstrates their appreciation of the work as a whole being done. 
The Midland Regional Board for Industry are also preparing a similar contribu- 
tion, and Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. are to support a particular line 
of research. While the income, collectively, from sources such as these is a 
very small part of the total cost of the Station, it does indicate the acceptance by 
responsible members of the industry of the value of the work done, and it is to 
be hoped that more contributions will be made on these lines. 

A comparatively small part of the Station’s time is spent on special investiga- 
tions and tests on proprietary materials and components, and the determination 
of the causes of defects in buildings. The ability of the Station to carry out 
this sort of work seems to be, limited by economic factors. It would un- 
doubtedly be advantageous to a manufacturer were he able to say of his product, 
‘Tested by the BRS’ and to supply performance figures. The approach 
would, of course, be somewhat different to such qualifications as the seal of 
the Good Housekeeping Institute and the ‘Kite-mark’ of the British Standards 
Institution, both of which indicate a standard rather than a performance. So 
far the Station has not entered the lists with a patent mark of approval because 
they say, simply, what a thing is and does, and not, comparatively, how well it 
does it. A consumer may make up his own mind from the facts at his disposal, 
made freely available by the manufacturer. It must not be thought that 
the BRS has its head in the air; its role is research, first and foremost, and close 
study of the summary of the annual report will satisfy on that point. 


WORDS TO THE RESCUE 


HETHER or not we are more slipshod in the use of language than were 

our forefathers, there is no doubt that of recent years faults have been 

increasingly noted and castigated, and by none more vigorously than by that 

master of words, Sir Winston himself. The attack continues in various ways 
and from different angles. 

Mr. Derek Senior, in the entertaining paper on ‘ Words’ which he gave at 

the recent Town and Country Planning Summer School at Nottingham (reported 








384 


on page 411) was not primarily concerned with common weaknesses such as 
jargon, officialese, ambiguity, prolixity and so forth, though he had a friendly 
knock at the use of the anonymous passive voice and at such occasionally 
almost unavoidable polysyllabic monstrosities as ‘additional residential accom- 
modation of a multi-storey character in comprehensive redevelopment areas.’ 
His chief concern was with the written word for the purpose not of creating 
works of literary art, but for communicating information and ideas. 


In the writing, for example, of a report intended for popular consumption, 
he claimed that what mattered was not how perfectly we put into words what 
was in our minds but how fully, clearly and effectively we got it into the minds 
of our readers. It was, he asserted, the use of half a dozen words such as 
‘achieve,’ judiciously slipped in here and there, that had ‘transformed The 
Density of Residential Areas from a really first-rate technical manual into the 
most influential policy document ever issued by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government.’ Conversely, in his view, it was the failure to ‘plant a few 
positive ideas in the virgin soil of public opinion’ that caused the abandonment 
of Lord Silkin’s scheme for getting rid of the compensation—betterment 
problem. , 


Allowing for some degree of exaggeration arising from Mr. Senior’s obvious 
desire to be lively and entertaining, as he certainly was, anyone familiar with 
the working (if that be the right word) of the public mind will at once agree 
that there is something in what he says. What can be done about it ? The 
answer, says Mr. Senior, is good publicity, based on research. He pays tribute 
to the publicity and Press relations work of the MoHLG, but envisages some- 
thing much more ambitious; in point of fact, a National Publicity Office, 
serving all Ministries ‘as the Stationery Office does, and whose research facilities 
and technical “know-how” would also be at the service of local authorities 
and other public bodies.’ Alternatively, he would be prepared to use the 
commercial advertising agencies. 


It all sounds slightly ominous. Is there any reason to believe that the necessary 
job of ‘putting it across’ (to use a popular expression) would be any better 
done by a large organisation than by a small one ? In fact, if what is most 
needed is the judicious introduction of a few subtle words into reports and 
‘hand-outs’ so as to ‘plant a few positive ideas in the virgin soil of public opinion,’ 
the job is one for a small and select body of psychologists, specially briefed for 
the task in hand. The rest is a matter of distribution. The Press is always 
ready to help a good cause. 

Our suggestion is that those already concerned with the preparation of 
reports and the imparting of information to the public should read Mr. 
Senior’s witty and stimulating address.

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Notes of the Week 


Houses on Bankside 


(THERE must be many people who 

know Bankside, that stretch on ‘he 
Surrey shore of the Thames between 
Blackfriars and London Bridges, wo 
have at some time felt the call to 
set up house in one or other of the 
residences which flank Cardinal’s Cap 
Alley. One of these is the delight ul 
cottage which Wren occupied for a 
time while St. Paul’s was being built 
(as a plaque on the door-jamb recorcs); 
the other is a pair .of houses of 
early 18th-century date which for Icag 
have lain derelict with timbers open to 
the sky. These are now to be restored 
as a clergy house for the Provost of 
Southwark Cathedral, to plans by Mir. 
Eric Starling, BArch, ARIBA, the 
diocesan surveyor, the builders be‘ng 
Messrs. Grace and Marsh Ltd. It seers 
that advantage is to be taken of the exist- 
ence of derelict property at the rear of the 
riverside buildings to form open garde.is, 
and the main front of the restored house 
will now face south towards them instead, 
as at present, riverwards. The river frent 
is shown in the accompanying sketch 
made to accompany an article, printed in 
The Builder of January 9, 1948, by Sir

Glasshouses and Stones 


PROVERBS, though proverbially am- 
biguous, are memorable mainly for the 
mental pictures they evoke. The one 
alluded to above, though capable of vary- 
ing interpretations, aptly juxtaposes 
lumpishness with fragility in suggesting 
the need for foresight. The picture 
evoked is one of incongruity. It is this 
that is most to be deplored in the set- 
ting up, along the east or Pond-side 
elevation of the Palm House at Kew, of 
stone versions of the ‘Queen’s Beasts,’ 
traditional Royal appurtenances which 
were revived for the Coronation. In 
expressing here what bids fair to be con- 
siderable public dismay at the official 
choice of site, the artistic merit of the 
beasts is not called into question. What- 
ever the views on this—and more than 
one was expressed on their appearance 
at the Coronation—it seems a poor 
return for their anonymous donor that 
they should become white elephants 
simply through apparent lack of official 


foresight. 
The site was apparently decided 
Ministerially after consultation with 


various bodies concerned—though there 
seems to have been at least one notable 
omission—and the final choice approved 
at the highest level. This being the case, 
we can do little more than wonder 
whether certain obvious objections can 
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have been taken into the serious, sensi- | 
tive and scholarly consideration normally | 


prerequisite to such a decision. 

We are belatedly revaluing our remain- 
ing national assets in the way of land- 
scape and buildings; those of the early 
19th century are by no means without 
their advocates, and Kew is a notable 
oasis not lightly to be tampered with. 
The general revulsion against the growth 
of Subtopia is largely, if unconsciously, 
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against the addition of 
incongruous features. A 
transmitting mast or pylon 
may be a thing of some 
beauty in itself, but 
becomes an eyesore on a 
moorland skyline or march- 
ing in formation over a 
familiar landscape. 
Nor is this matter at Kew 
‘e of modernity versus 
dition ; paradoxically, 
~eecimus Burton’s splendid 
ilding was at its time, and 
nains, eminently more 
ydern than the additions 
.w made. His courageous 
d elegant solution of a 
inctional and _ construc- 
ional problem with scant 
ecedent stands apart from 
‘y battle of the styles. Had 
demolition proved 
revitable, the projected 
-use of the arches from 
l2 Mall to support a 
bstitute might have war- 
nted the dumping of 
ner Coronation souvenirs 
the sites and this may 
ve influenced the 
juence of events other- 
w.se hard to explain. As it 
is the general satisfaction 
that the Palm House could 
alter all be reconditioned 
serves to emphasise how makeshift that 
substitute might have proved; that satis- 
faction is now marred. 

Finally, the present time—when the 
Palm House’s rehabilitation enables us 
to reassess an elegance which owes little 
to decoration and less to whimsy, but 
evervthing to proportion, lightness and 
grace—seems the most inopportune one 
wilfully and almost unannounced to add 
static decorations to an_ intensely 
dynamic structure, incompatible as they 
are in mass, treatment and, notably, 
scale. Surely this might have been fore- 
seen by officials to whom we had come 
to look for a lead in such matters. 
Extenuation based on the view that this 
is a minor or local matter is, we submit, 
untenable ; Kew, as witness its visitors 
as varied and exotic as its exhibits, is not 
merely a national but an international 
concern. Is this unnecessary gilding of 
the lily likely to reassure an informed 
public about future official intentions, or 
prove an additional draw to a less critical 
majority ? Both tend to prefer the status 
quo — as, paradoxically, officialdom 
eemed to do in undertaking the rehabili- 
tation of the Palm House.

This is the first time since 1934, when 
the Fifth International Congress of Sur- 
veyors was held in London, that the 
RICS has been the host at a reunion of 
the International Federation. The reurtion 
was disturbed but in no way spoiled by a 
fire which broke out on Monday evening 
at the RICS. 


Singapore Improvement Trust 


THE report of the Singapore Improve- 
ment Trust for 1955, just to hand, 
compiled by Mr. J. M. Fraser, CBE, 
FRIBA, MTPI, the manager, provides 
its accustomed wealth of information on 
the activities of the Trust. Statistically 
1955 was a most successful year so far 
as housing is concerned. almost 3,000 
units having been completed, which is 
nearly 50 per cent. more than the previ- 
ous best. A disappointment, however, 
has been the small number of schemes 
begun during the year and the little head- 
way that it was possible to make in the 
planning and preparation of new sites. 
Land is scarce and the main emphasis in 
building policy, states Mr. J. T. Rea, the 
chairman of the Trust, has now shifted 
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from the problem of providing housing 
for those most in need to that of pro- 
viding housing for whole communities of 
people displaced by slum clearance in the 
congested areas. A most important event 
has been the submission to the Govern- 
ment of the Master Plan for the future 
development of the whole island. This 
is reproduced as a coloured frontispiece 
to the report, and there are numerous 
photographic illustrations and plans of 
recent housing work, the architectural 
quality of which is excellent. 

Although the Trust acts as the agent of 
Government for public housing in the 
Colony it has not the powers nor the 
duties of a housing authority. Reference 
was made in our Overseas Building 
feature on August 3 to a ‘ tentative take- 
over’ of the Trust by the Government 
and the setting up of a new authority 
whose sole task will be to build workers’ 
houses. We hope that this will not mean 
any interference with the good work of 
the Trust. The price of the report is $2. 


A Roman Settlement 


DISCOVERIES which indicate that Wall, 
near Lichfield, was a much more impor- 
tant Roman settlement than was at first 
thought, have been made by a team of 
excavators led by Mr. Graham Webster, 
of Birmingham University’s extra-mural 
department, who have been working on 
the site recently, writes a correspondent. 
The discovery of sections of another and 
completely ‘new’ building was made on 
the north side of the original Roman 
Bath House. Mr. Webster said it is quite 
probable that there are a few more build- 
ings which have never been touched. He 
admits he was ‘very very surprised’ at 
the discovery, which leads him to believe 
that there was probably a small settlement 
at Wall. 

In the early stages of the excavations 
remains of another bath house were 
found beneath the original ruins and this, 
coupled with the latest discoveries, is in- 
dicative that Wall was of more impor- 
tance than was realised. Unfortunately, 
the discoveries will not be on view to the 
public—they are to be buried again be- 
cause insufficient funds are available to 
consolidate them. Mr. Webster explained 
that the Ministry of Works had already 
spent a great deal of money on consoli- 
dating the foundation of the original Bath 
House. 


Asbestos Cement in Building 


PUBLISHED in English, French and 
German, from Switzerland, ‘ Inter- 
national Asbestos-Cement Review’ is a 
new publication to the field of architec- 
ture. Issue number three manages skill- 
fully to avoid the pitfalls, and has over- 
come the difficulties in design, which are 
often to be noted in multi-language 
publications. It does not confine itself 
wholly to the uses of asbestos-cement, 
indeed the majority of the subject matter 
of the magazine is about architects and 
the houses they have designed for them- 
selves, showing plans and photographs, 
and lastly in a minor way telling how 
they have used asbestos-cement materials. 
With a colourful front cover, and with 
well illustrated articles this magazine 
should be of great interest to architects.

Replanning Victoria Station 
To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR.—-Why should Sir Alfred Bossom 

assume that he, at least, is pure and 
unspotted so far as designs for the above 
are concerned? 

The Southern Region of British Rail- 
ways agreed that schemes should be sub- 
mitted, and issued site plans to make this 
possible. Our scheme was one of these ; 
the number was not limited to one or 
two, as Sir Alfred seems to suggest. The 
scheme we prepared was deposited with 
the Southern Region as long ago as April 
last ; no selection of any particular design 
was made by British Railways, indeed 
such selection would be impossible until 
the views of the town planning authority 
had been obtained. It was for this pur- 
pose that our scheme was sent to the 
London County Council. 


Sir Alfred appears to have little know- 
ledge on the subject of site development 
in London. It would be a sorry state of 
affairs if the submission of a preliminary 
scheme for approval had the effect of 
freezing development until a promoter 
came along who was prepared to accept 
the scheme so deposited. There are many 
ways of dealing with any site and the 
Victoria Station site offers many different 
opportunities. 

I agree that the present method of 
deciding what building is to go on a site 
is far from perfect, but the present pro- 
cedure, for what it is worth, does fit in 
with the present system of site develop- 
ment. The alternative is .the public 
ownership of all sites and architectural 
competitions to settle designs. Will Sir 
Alfred support that ? 


Finally, why is it that the properly run 
architectural competition has now practi- 
cally disappeared in this country? It 
was the outstanding glory of the profes- 
sion, it brought to the front all the most 
brilliant architects of the time—why is it 
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that the RIBA does not take steps to get 
the system reintroduced ?

Towards a Perfect House Plan 
To the Editor of The Builder 
=IR,—The accompanying plan is put 

forward to be shot at, so to speak. 
It is an attempt to arrive at a perfect 
arrangement of a small house for a man 
and his wife who want to retire to ‘a 
little place in the country ’—not some 
remote spot ‘in touch with Nature,’ 
but within reasonable distance of shops, 
and with access to main services. It is 
not intended to be built regardless of 
cost. Funds are limited. But of equal 
importance to cost is labour-saving and 
ease of running. That is why, to begin 
with, it is a one-storey house. Probably 
the same accommodation could be pro- 
vided on two ficors at materially less 
outlay. But a house on one floor is much 
easier to run than a two-floor house, and 
the initial extra building cost in this case 
is considered to be well worth it. 

At the entry a small enclosed porch is 
provided by setting back the front door 
about 3 ft. The hall is an oblong with a 
short arm leading off to the bedroom side 
of the house. It is sufficiently large (8 ft. x 
6 ft.) to impart a sense of welcome, and 
there is ample space for the usual appoint- 
ments. If the enclosing doors were all solid, 
this hall would undoubtedly be dark, but the 
door to the kitchen could have a half panel 
of obscured glass, and a fanlight could be 
contrived above the front door. There would 
then be sufficient light in the hall. 

The living-room, with a south and west 
aspect, is designed for use as a sitting-room 
and dining-room, one end being used for 
meals, with a hatch from the adjoining kit- 
chen. This hatch is so conveniently placed 
for the serving and clearing away of dishes 
that the arrangement is equally as handy as 
a kitchen alcove, without the latter’s draw- 
backs; and it could be made even more con- 
venient if the hatch were incorporated in a 
dwarf cupboard in the dividing wall, with

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storage for table china and glass in the upper 
part, and a drawer below, arranged so that 
it pulled through from either side. 

In the living-room there is an open ire 
back to back with one in the principal b-d- 
room. The latter, however, is intended ‘or 
use only in the event of prolonged illn. ss, 
Ordinarily a gas fire that fits neatly into he 
opening would be used when some warr th 
is desired in this bedroom. 

Only two bedrooms were required in {is 
house. They are planned adjacent to cne 
another, with a staggered division wall t at 
provides in each room a built-in wardr¢ be 
deep enough to take coat-hangers crossw ie. 
(It may be noted that these cupboards, ‘he 
two in the passage, and the one in the fit- 
chen are all on inside walls, and theref: re 
dry.) The smaller bedroom has a built in 
gas wall fire. 

The kitchen has a sink with dou'le 
drainers under a large west window. H re 
washing-up can be done in a good light, aid 
away from draughts. Cooking is done by a 
gas cooker, free-standing on the north will 
and getting a proper left-hand light from tie 
kitchen window. There is a hood over it, 
with an extract fan to take away cookiig 
smells at their source. A refrigerator is 
placed by the back door, and at the oppos te 
corner is a small larder. There is a movatle 
cook’s table, and a cupboard extending ‘o 
the ceiling is intended for brooms aiid 
brushes and other equipment. 

Separate from the house, yet connected io 
it by a covered porch at the back door, is 
a utility room where the woman of the house 
has laundry facilities in the shape of a gas- 
heated wash-boiler, a deep sink, and drying 
racks; while the man has a workbench 
where he can do jobs in his own sweet time. 
A water softener on the main is installed in 
a corner of the utility room. The fuel store 
has inner and outer doors. Coal can thus be 
delivered without coming into the house, 
while inside supplies can be drawn without 
having to go out-of-doors. 

A garage is not provided, for the simple 
reason that funds available are insufficient 
to keep a car; but if one were wanted, it 
could easily be provided by an extension to 
the little outbuilding. 

Finally a word as to hot water supply. 
Everything considered, it has been felt in 
this instance that the best arrangement is a 
gas heater in the bathroom for supplies to 
the bath and wash-basin, a small gas-heated 
sink boiler in the kitchen, together with the 
gas-heated wash-boiler in the utility room. 
With no boiler fire to look after all the year 
round, and only the living-room fire in the 
winter, a minimum of labour in everyday 
running is achieved. 

Here then is a plan schemed to meet the 
stated conditions. Without doubt, it has 
deficiencies. In one way or another it could 
be improved. Some readers who are inter- 
ested in small house design may like to offer 
suggestions for improving it.

HOW TO DRAW 
INTERIORS 


How To Draw INTERIORS. By Cedric Dawe 
(London: The Studio Publications.) Price 
5s. net. 


‘How To Draw INTERIORS” is a recent 
addition to that admirable series presented 
by Studio Publications on ‘How to Draw’ 
—whatever it may be. There are over 35 
of these compact little books each written 
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and illustrated by a specialist in the choser 
subject. At 5s. each they give a great deal 
of information for the money. Cedric Dawe, 
the author of the present volume, is a 
leading designer for the films. His favourite 
medium, ‘conte de Paris, may not be 
everybody’s choice. That does not affect 
the sound advice, help and admonition, 
which he generously gives. The book opens, 
as such a book must open, with a brief 
dissertation—perhaps too brief—on the rules 
and puzzles of perspective. He explains the 
whole business with disarming clarity. We 
learn that the vanishing points can be found 
merely by sticking in the pins. We thought 
there was some way of calculating the 
positions where the pins should be stuck. 
However, as experience has taught us 
that theoretical perspective is only 
theoretically correct, just sticking in the pins 
may be as good a method as another. 
If the result looks right there can be 
nothing to complain about. This preliminary 
dissertation over, the author encouragingly 
states the principles to be observed, discusses 
the causes of interest or dullness, lets us 
into the secret of sundry devices which 
draughtsmen would probably describe as 
‘tips,’ and fully illustrates his points by 
examples of his own work. It would be 
unfair to the author and the publishers for 
the reviewer to say what these things are. 
The curious should buy this book on the 
assurance that the modest outlay will be 
well repaid.

"THE site consists of about 44 acres of land through 

which the River Brent originally passed before it was 
straightened out into a regular channel. The land has 
been filled but was found to be unsuitable for sustaining 
the loads of an industrial building. The site has a frontage 
to the North Circular Road of 360 ft. and a depth of 90 ft. 
back to the south bank of the River Brent. 

The clients’ requirements were for a building to house 
their service engineers’ training school and the repair 
and service departments for cash registers, accounting 
and adding machines. 

It was required that these two departments should each 
occupy an open floor space with good natural lighting. 
The two floors had to be laid out with benches for the 
repair of machines and to be provided with adequate 
access for machines and the supply of spare parts from a 
central store. In addition to these two main departments 
considerable storage areas were required, together with 
special process departments. 

The building is designed as a three-storeyed structure 
with a single storey extension at ground floor level. The 
main building is 315 ft. long by 40 ft. wide inside and the 
clear floor heights 14 ft. 3in. The first and second 
floors are designed to provide large open spaces which 


are laid out with specially designed and equipped benches 
for the repair and overhaul of the machines. As a result 
of the provision of extensive glazed areas on both the 
enclosing longitudinal walls, the standard of daylighting 
on each of these floors is very high. 

On the ground floor the front portion of the building is 
given over to storage and preparation of machines, whilst 
at the rear in the extension are the process shops consisting 
of the plating, polishing, enamelling and spraying, wood- 
working, welding and electro departments. 

On this floor also is a large unloading and dispatch bay 
in which lorries can be loaded or unloaded inside the 
building without allowing the escape of warmed air or 
the ingress of cold air. Two goods elevators serve the upper 
floors and these have been arranged in positions to suit 
the flow of operations. 

The main staircases and lavatories are contained 
within two towers, one at each end of the building, with 
a third service staircase placed intermediately on the 
northern side to facilitate vertical circulation. 

The main entrance for visitors is arranged at the S.W. 
corner of the building and immediately adjacent to this 
are the few administrative offices required for this building. 
The staff entrance is on the northern side of the building 
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The inquiry and 
reception desk in 
the entrance hall 
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and gives immediate access not only to the western 
staircase but also to cloakrooms, lavatories and the 
welfare department. 

Construction: Owing to the very poor nature of the 
filled ground, the foundations consist of precast reinforced 
concrete piles 16in. square and between 30 ft. to 40 ft. 
long; supported upon these piles are reinforced concrete 
ground beams which carry the ground floor slab and 
external walls. 

The structural frame is of reinforced concrete with 
floors capable of a superimposed loading of 2 cwt. per 
sq. ft. The framing is divided into three separate construc- 
tional units by the provision of expansion joints. Owing 
to the need for speed in erection a number of the structural 
units were precast or prefabricated and were incorporated 
as an integral part of the complete framework. By 
rational planning and design it was possible to limit the 
precast beams to only four different types. 

The external cladding to the north and south elevations 
consists of 4 in. thick precast concrete infilling panels 
under all windows insulated on the inside and faced upon 
the outside with frostproof ceramic tiles. Other elevations 
are faced with hand-made, sand-faced bricks in 16 in. 
hollow wall construction. The windows are of aluminium 
throughout, thus avoiding painting and subsequent 
redecoration.

Internal Finishes: Except for the structural framework 
the whole of the northern and southern walls consist of 
glazing above the precast concrete infilling panels and 
these are covered on the inside with the continuous metal 
casings of the convector heaters, so arranged that there 
is a continuous wall surface flush with the inside face of 
the main columns. Other wall surfaces are plastered and 
painted. Lavatories and cloakrooms and the surgery, 
etc., have the walls faced with terrazzo tiles. 

The floors to the two main repair and service depart- 
ments on the first and second floors are covered with 
polished Muhuhu blocks. The floors to the ground floor 
generally are finished in granolithic and also the staircases. 
Certain of the process shops have special acid-resisting 
floors, and lavatories, cloakrooms and surgery have floors 
of terrazzo tiles. 

To the first and second floors ceilings of acoustic tiles 
have been constructed to reduce the noise level of these 
mechanical repair departments to the minimum, and 
similar ceilings have also been provided in the offices. 
Other ceilings are plastered and painted. 

Services: Considerable care has been taken to design 
the heating water, electrical and process services so as to 
conceal the pipe runs as: much as possible, whilst still 
giving easy access to all pipe runs for maintenance and 
alterations. These main services are contained within a 
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OFFICES and WORKS, HENDON 


spinal access duct running the full length of the building 
and from this central system of mains subsidiary services 
are run to all parts of the building. 

Heating and hot water are supplied from a central 
boiler plant of medium pressure hot water supplied from 
two oil-fired boilers, and these also supply process steam 
to certain special departments. Heating throughout is by 
means of convector units, the circulation pipes for which 
are concealed behind the metal panels of the convectors. 
Ventilation to the major parts of the building is by natural 
intake and extract through the windows, but certain 
special process ventilation has been installed in some of the 
process shops. 

Electrical Installation: Cold cathode electrical lighting 
has been installed throughout to give a general intensity at 
working level of 20 lumens. 

Electrical power is installed throughout the building 
and owing to the regular and predetermined bench 
spacing electricity and power are served to these through 
an underfloor system of ducting and from thence on to 
the benches through the tubular legs, thus avoiding un- 
sightly electrical connection. 

Drainage: Drainage presented a problem of construc- 
tion due to the made-up nature of the ground, and the 
system was supported off the structural framework, piles, 
and ground floor slab so as to avoid fractures in the event 
of ground settlements. The soil drainage is connected to 
the main sewer in the North Circular Road, and the 
rainwater is discharged into the River Brent. 

Canteen: Due to the limitations on floor areas imposed 
by the Board of Trade under Section 14(4) of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, it was not possible to 
include in the design of this building a canteen, the pro- 
vision of which is a legal requirement. 

At a later date when the Board of Trade gave their 
consent to this building, it was necessary to build it as a 
separate structure which presented certain difficulties. 

This building has, therefore, been constructed as a very 
lightly formed single-storey separate building, consisting 
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The main entrance 


of an aluminium framed building faced and covered with 
insulated aluminium sheeting and supported upon a 
reinforced concrete raft. 

The construction of this building in this manner not as 
an integral part of the main building has added a consider- 
able additional sum to the total cost and can be attributed 
solely to the operation by the Board of Trade of Section 
14(4) of the Act.

N the laying out of the new Bridgemary housing estate, this site 

at the corner of Wych Lane and Gregson Avenue was allocated 

by the Gosport Borough Council for the erection of the new Parish 

Church of Bridgemary, with church hall and parsonage adjacent. 

The erection of this hall was financed by a ‘ ported’ payment 
from the War Damage Commission. 

In view of the licensing restrictions it was decided to erect the 
hall in stages, and Stage I—the erection of the shell of the main 
hall—was started in July, 1953, and completed by March, 1954. 

On the relaxation of the licensing restrictions in September, 
1954, the construction of the vestries and cloakrooms was put in 
hand, and the whole building was completed by July, 1955, at a 
total cost of £17,716, excluding external works. 

The hall was designed for multi-purpose use to seat 160 people 
although a larger number can be accommodated by taking out 
the removable glazed screens between the hall and foyer. 

Pending the erection of the church, the hall is used for services, 
and there is a small sanctuary at the north end, which is screened 
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off from the hall by curtains. When ser- 
vices are being held, the folding side 
screens of the stage proscenium are bolted 
back against the walls, so that the choir 
may be seated on the stage. 

The kitchen is so positioned that service 
can also be provided to an additional small 
hall which may be erected adjacent to the 
west entrance. Cupboard space is pro- 
vided in the foyer to house equipment 
required by various clubs using the hall. 

The vestries are planned so that they 
may be employed as changing rooms 
during stage performances, and are to be 
used in conjunction with the future church 
to which the hall will be linked by two 
colonnades. On completion of the church, 
the vestries will overlook an enclosed 
court between these colonnades. 

The openings to the first section of the 
east colonnade have been filled in with 
removable screen walls to provide a 
temporary boiler house. 

The terrace on the east side of the hall 
overlooks the adjoining recreation ground. 

Construction: The main hall is built with 
exposed steel frames with lattice trusses 
supporting Bitumetal roof decking. 
Sections of the east and west walls are clad 
with vertical cedar boarding on timber 
framing with fibreglass infilling and inner 
linings of insulation board. The external 
walls to the stage and chancel, and the 
whole of the vestry and cloakroom blocks 
are 11 in. cavity, with grey-brown facings. 

Reinforced concrete flat roofs to the 
vestry and cloakroom blocks are covered

Heating: Low pressure hot water from 
oil-fired boiler. Copperad convectors are 
recessed in stage front and cupboard 
units to foyer. Copperad units in chancel 
are provided with electric fans to assist 
in raising the temperature rapidly. 

Lighting: Special attention has been 
given to external appearance of hall at 
night, and lights are recessed in the lintels 
over the west entrance, the balcony on the 
west wall, and the flower boxes outside.

Chancel Furnishing: All chancel furni- 
ture is carried out in oak to the architects’ 
design, and the cross and candlesticks, 
to architects’ design, are in gilded wood. 

The Parsonage: The site of this is flat 
adjoining the new hall and future church, 
to which it will be linked with a covered 
way.

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HE new Corby police station was planned in May, 
1954, to replace the old police station situated 
in The Jamb, Corby. In its first phase, it is intended 
to serve as sub-divisional headquarters and it is 
designed in accordance with the recommendations in 
the Third Report of the Police Post-War Committee. 
The administrative offices are on the ground and first 
floors with residential accommodation in the form 
of four flats for police officers on the second floor. 
The site is in the town centre and was allocated to

Corporation. It is 2.09 acres in extent, leaving ample 
room for future extension. These extensions are: 
(1) The provision of two magistrates’ courts, the 
construction of which will be started this year. 
(2) The conversion of the building from a sub- 
division to a divisional headquarters upon the 
ultimate development of Corby to a town of 40,000. 
The flats on the top floor have therefore all beer 
constructed in temporary demountable partitioning 
so that they may be cleared easily and quickly to 
make room for the additional staff required for a

divisional headquarters. The occupants of 
the flats will be accommodated in standard 
police houses to be built either on the site 
or in other parts of Corby. 

The scheme was designed structurally in 
contemporary materials but with traditional 
refinement externally. On this thesis a load 
bearing steel frame was used but was clad 
with a perimeter wall of facing bricks, in 
order to obtain a pitched roof for the skyline, 
a light gauge copper sheeting was laid on 
lightweight pressed boards, thereby reducing 
the load on the frame that would have 
resulted from the use of a heavy tiled and 
boarded and battened roof. The accepted 
tender for the sub-divisional headquarters, 
the cell blocks, the parade ground, the garage 
block and the four flats was £66,164. The 
furniture is estimated to cost £2,340. 

Further details of the finishes: the wood 
floors were African Missanda and Gurjun. 
The balustrading was wrot iron with hard- 
wood handrail. Door furniture was B.M.A. 
finish. The doors were Gaboon, mostly 
painted. The thermoplastic floor tiles were 
patterned to special designs in a wide range 
of colours. The suspended ceilings were metal 
tees with fibreboard. The staircases were cast 
concrete with Ferodo treads and Thermo- 
plastic risers with cork treads. The sanitary

Conference on Overspill 


[HE Midlands New Towns Society and 

the Town and Country Planning 
Association are to hold a joint regional 
conference in Birmingham on October 16, 
on the subject of ‘ Planning for Overspill 
in the Midlands.’ 


Birmingham and the 23 urban authori- 
ties around it have a total population of 
21m. There are 115,000 families on the 
combined local authority housing lists. 
In addition, one house in every eight is 
unfit to live in and must soon be replaced. 
But in large parts of this massive built-up 
area there will soon be no land available 
on which new dwellings could be built. 
Where then should these families be 
housed? 

The surrounding counties are strongly 
opposed to further sprawl into green belt 
areas. The only alternative is for 
industry, commerce and population to 
move to expanded towns and new towns. 
A number of town expansion schemes 
have been agreed—notably in Stafford- 
shire, others as far away as Dawley in 
Salop and Daventry in Northampton- 
shire. These will provide homes and jobs 
for 14,000 Birmingham families. But 
another 40,000 are needed for Birming- 
ham alone. The conference has been 
called to discuss this enormous social and 
planning problem and to suggest solutions 
to it. 


Invitations have been sent to the 220 
local authorities, and to the 70 MPs in 
the region; to 100 industrial and com- 
mercial firms in the Birmingham area; to 
50 trade unions; to 50 employers’ organi- 
sations; and to a host of political, civic 
and professional associations. The con- 
ference fee is 6s.

ERNEST NEWTON (1856-1922) 


A Great Domestic Architect of His Day 
By FRANCES COLLINGWOOD — 


T is probably a commonplace to say 

that most imaginative artists are ahead 
of their time, but, in the case of Ernest 
Newton it was certainly true. While 
many of his contemporaries thought in 
terms of style and period, he felt him- 
self so deep a part of the house he was 
designing that he almost became one with 
the people who were to occupy it, and 
found himself able to fashion it from the 
inner point of view. Walls and windows, 
roofs and chimneys, came to have an inti- 
mate meaning for him in relation to the 
functional value of the whole. 


A Londoner born and bred, Newton, 
whose birth centenary takes place on 
September 12 this year, was the fourth 
son of Henry Newton, resident agent for 
the Sturt property in Hoxton. This early 
association with houses probably influ- 
enced the direction of young Newton’s 
thought for, after being educated at 
Uppingham, he entered the office of 
Richard Norman Shaw. 

This was in June, 1873, and there he 
remained for six years, acting as Shaw’s 
assistant during the last half of that 
period. For Newton this was a time of 
rich development, when he not only 
received a thorough grounding in his 
craft, but came into contact with certain 
lively minds which helped to formulate his 
ideas. E. S. Prior, Mervyn Macartney, 
G. C. Horsley and W. R. Lethaby all 
struck sparks off Newton, and the Art 
Workers’ Guild was born out of their 
arguments and deductions. 


Newton also owed much to Shaw, who 
taught him to regard architecture as art, 
and to love it for the opportunities it 
afforded for adventure and _ self- 
expression. But for all his admiration 
for the older man Newton remained his 
serene self in architectural achievement 
most of his life, showing a marked con- 
trast to the dramatic force of Shaw’s best 
work. Only in his earliest design of any 
mark, that of the House of Retreat, 
Lloyd-square, Clerkenwell (1880), is it 
possible to trace any of Shaw’s influence. 
Newton was always happier with intimate 
rather than grandiose schemes, and was 
considerably guided by English domestic 
architecture of the first. quarter of the 
eighteenth century. 


Small House Planning 


He began to practise on his own in 
1879, and for the first 10 years concen- 
trated almost exclusively upon small 
suburban houses. The planning he put 
into these made an important contri- 
bution, both to what was to come from 
the same source, and to the next genera- 
tion of architects. For, in designing these 
comparatively humble dwellings, Newton 
managed to demonstrate how an effect of 
spaciousness may be obtained by means 
of detailed planning and the unity of 
material. Indeed. he was so successful 


with small-scale work that he felt it im-. 


perative to consolidate his ideas in book 
form and, in 1890, “ A Book of Houses ” 


‘with brick and tile. 


came from his pen. This was followed, in 
1903, by “ A Book of Country Houses.” 

Newton’s next architectural work of 
note was that of Bullers Wood, Chisle- 
hurst, a stucco house which, in 1889, he 
transformed into a mansion of consider- 
able dignity by enlarging it and casing it 
This marked a 
distinct departure from the pseudo-Gothic 
thought of the period, and a further step 
forward into the stylistic tendencies of 
the future. It was a signpost to Newton’s 
forthcoming work. In 1932 alterations to 
Bullers Wood were carried eut by another 
hand, so it is no longer an outstanding 
example of Newton’s art. 

For the next 15 years he shed a re- 
freshingly personal light upon contem- 
porary domestic architecture. His 
understanding of every type of crafts- 
manship gave him a sympathetic touch in 
the handling of materials. Supreme 
examples of his talent are to be found in 
the chapel of the House of Retreat, 
Clerkenwell (1891); Red Court, Hasle- 
mere (1894); Martins Bank, Bromley 
(1898); Steep Hill, Jersey (1899), and 
many another less ambitious buildings. 


Years of Maturity 


Newton’s years of maturity brought 
forth seven houses of particular merit, all 
designed on the same plan, i.e., long and 
low, with short projecting wings sur- 
rounding a paved southern terrace. These 
were, Luckley, Wokingham (1907); 
Feathercombe, near Godalming. (1908); 
Logmore, Dorking (1913), in brick with 
wood cornice and a tiled roof; Ludwick 
Corner, Herts (1907); Scotsman’s Field, 
Church Stretton (1908); Brand Lodge, 
Malvern Hills (1911), faced in roughcast 
or stucco; and Flint House, Goring (1913), 
for which, as its name implies, he used 
flint with stone dressings. 

Over all these houses there brooded an 
air of spacious peacefulness attained by 
Newton’s imaginative treatment, and ren- 
dered all the more attractive by his 
attention to the small details he always 
invested with such charm. 

A few years earlier he had turned out 
rather more traditional work in the spire 
of St. George’s Church, Bickley (1904), 
and Ardenrun Place, Blindley Heath, 
Surrey (1906, destroyed by fire, 1932). 
And he reverted to this less personal style 
at the beginning of the first World War 
when he designed three large houses: one 
at Burgh Heath, Banstead; another at 
Kingswood, Surrey; and the third at 
Abbotsbury, Dorset. One he started near 
Versailles, in France, had to be aban- 
doned unfinished. 

Other important works include Glebe- 
lands, Wokingham (1897); Dawn House, 
Winchester (1907); Lukyns, Ewhurst 
(1910); several cottages and small build- 
ings at Overbury, Worcs. (1899-1910); 
part of the Whiteley Homes, Burhill, 
Surrey (1914); and 12 type houses for the 
Bickley Park Estate (1902-1905). 

He also carried out major alterations 
to Shavington, Shropshire (1903); Field 
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Place, - Begbroke,. Oxon (1906); Upton 
Grey, Hants (1907); the Greenway, 
Shurdington, Glos. (1910); and Oldcastle, 
Dallington, Sussex (1910). To these must 
be added St. Swithun’s Church, Hither 
Green (1892); the Alliance Insurance 
offices, St. James’s-street, W1 (which 
Newton carried out in collaboration’ with 
Shaw in 1904); the Carmelite Convent, 
Caen (1920); and the initial scheme (aftzr- 
wards undertaken by his son, W. G. 
Newton) for the Memorial Hall of 
Uppingham School (1921). 


Newton’s Broad Interests 


Ernest Newton was president of the 
RIBA in 1914-17 and, in 1918, was pre- 
sented with the Royal Gold Medal of the 
Institute. He was made an RA in 1919, 
and a CBE in 1920. During the first 
World War he voluntarily undertook very 
exacting public work in connection with 
the issue of building licences. He married, 
in 1881, Johanna Hoyack, daughter of a 
Rotterdam merchant, and had three sons, 

Newton was a man of broad interesis, 


‘with many activities outside the sphere 


of architecture. He was a keen student 
of languages, with a particular penchaat 
for Dutch and French. Well-read, he 
was exceptionally interested in the 
literature of France, to which he gave 
much thought. Among other arts Newton 
derived a great deal of pleasure from 
music; acting and water-colour painting. 
He was no mean performer on the violin. 

Blomfield wrote of him: ‘He was per- 
sonally a charming man, a good com- 
panion, cheerful, sympathetic; a man who 
“talked in turn” . . . which is, after all, the 
secret of conversation.” Arthur Keen, 
who shared offices with him in Gray’s 
Inn, said that if Newton had any idea 
that a client was coming to see him in 
a complaining mood he would be found 
hiding under the table; all troubles would 
dissolve in laughter. 

This meticulous artist, who held all 
pedantry and fanaticism in abhorrence, 
had an easy facility for making friends. 


His contacts with men from many walks.

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BUILDING RESEARCH 1955 


A summary of the report of the Building Research 
Board, DSIR, with the report of the Director of 
Building Research for the year 1955 


N ‘Building Research 1955’ the 
Building Research Board reports an 
encouraging awareness in the building 
industry of the need for supporting re- 
search from which it derives benefit. It 
lists a number of research fellowships and 
pyments for special investigations at the 
Building Research Station. The contri- 
butions are small compared with the 
expenditure of the Station, but the Board 
hopes that the scale of this support will 
sow. 
’ Some work of special interest has been 
selected by the Board for comment. A 
survey has been made by the Station 
of the manufacture and use in Western 
Europe of large burnt clay blocks. There 
appears to be a prejudice against such 
blocks in England although their use 
could speed up building. The Board re- 


the Board states, could be a potent force 
in raising the productivity of the industry. 


Waterproofing of Concrete Screeds 


Lightweight concrete screeds are being 
increasingly used for flat roofs. They 
improve the thermal insulation but the 
large quantity of water used in preparing 
them can give rise to trouble: the water 
often has no chance to dry out before 
the waterproof covering is put on. The 
moisture so trapped can cause blistering 
and staining of ceilings, and may even 
seep into rooms below. Fortunately it 
looks as if these troubles can be overcome 
by first treating the lightweight aggregates 
with a solution of bitumen or hot tar. 
This waterproofing treatment may also be 
valuable for precast units intended for 
roof insulation or for walling. 





The Helicdon, used in the study of Oricatation with respect to daylight of new buildings 


marks that, in some of the countries 
visited, the development of these blocks 
is the only thing that has enabled the 
clay brick industry to hold its own in 
competition with those making other 
materials. 

In recent years the Station has studied 
the programme of building work both 
with and without mechanical aids. Most 
builders already possess the information 
necessary to plan beforehand the 
sequence of operations, the number of 
workmen needed, and the quantities of 
materials. Many firms are seeking the 
Station’s advice on current contracts, The 
widespread adoption of programming, 


Fatigue Strength Tests on Pre- 
stressed Concrete Beams 


There is little information available on 
the fatigue strength of prestressed con- 
crete. The Station has therefore, begun 
a series of tests to compare the fatigue 
strength of prestressed concrete beams 
with that of ordinary reinforced concrete. 
Tests indicate that the strength of pre- 
stressed concrete beams ‘under static 
loading is not impaired if the beams have 
been subjected previously to repeated 
loading within the “ working range ”. The 
beams may crack, however, under re- 
peated loadings when the bending tensile 
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stress in the concrete is about half that 
which would cause cracking under static 
loading. 


Paint 


Where high durability, best appearance 
and a high degree of protection are not 
required, non-traditional paint systems 
that are cheaper than those of normal 
practice are sometimes used on wooed- 
work. In craftsman trials, it is found 
that a reasonable appearance over bare 
woodwork can be secured by using a first 
coat of a selected polyvinyl acetate 
emulsion lightly rubbed down, or an 
aluminium wood primer, followed by a 
single coat of a high-gloss paint, incor- 
porating suitable pigments of high hiding 
power. Moderately dark shades of gloss 
paint give the better results: near-whites 
are seldom sufficiently opaque. Because 
the durability will be less than with the 
traditional procedure, using primer, 
undercoat and finish, it is recommended 
that these simplified systems should’ be 
restricted to rooms other than bathrooms 
and kitchens. 

Beams made with plain wire have taken 
a million repetitions of loading from 0.5 
to 1.7 times the design working load with- 
out fracture of the steel. The maximum 
stress in the steel was calculated to be 
between 75 and 80 tons per sq. in. Simi- 
lar beams under static loads failed at 
loads between 2.25 and 2.5 times the 
design working load. 


Weather and the Building 
Industry 


Weather is an obvious factor that must 
be taken into consideration in building. 
The B.R.S. uses meteorological data in 
much of its work, some from its own 
sources but most from the Meteorologi- 
cal Office. It has been suggested that a 
climatological booklet for the industry 
might be produced on the lines of the 
one being prepared for farmers. Difficul- 
ties have been found in doing this, how- 
ever, for some of the data needs process- 
ing and other observations wanted are 
not made at all at present. The scheme 
is now limited, to start with, to a leaflet 
showing builders how to obtain weather 
forecasts and other climatic information 
likely to be useful on the site. 


Stresses in Tunnel Linings 


Since 1869, when a cast iron, tunnel 
lining was first used for the Tower Sub- 


-way under the Thames, this system of 


tunnel lining and construction has been 
in favour. The London Underground 
tunnels, for example, use it. It is entirely 
safe and satisfactory, and the amount of 
maintenance necessary almost negligible. 
Yet there is no rational method of 
design. The same thickness of lining is 
used all over the country at various 
depths and in all sorts of ground. It may 
be that the tunnel design could be im- 
proved and the construction made more 
economical. The B.R.S. has been making 
studies of the behaviour of tunnel linings 
whenever it could. In 1955 measurements 
were made iu a tunnel under the Clyde 
and in seven 50-year-old tunnels of the 
London Underground. Vibrating* wire 
strain gauges were used and they were 
read at night when there was no traffic. 
The study of the results is not yet com- 
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plete, but some significant facts have 
emerged. One of these is that when a 
tunnel is dug alongside an existing one, 
the lining of the latter distorts. The stress 
changes can be quite large. Another is 
that the stress distribution in the lining 
of tunnels in London clay remains the 
same indefinitely. There is little evidence 
of stiff clay yielding with time. In fact, 
the research suggests that the clay is 
much stronger and less compressible than 
had been thought. This information 
could be important in reducing the cost in 
future construction of tunne!s and high 
buildings. 


Noise in Buildings 


Noise in buildings is becoming a more 
pressing problem every year. Sound 
insulation in present-day buildings is less 
than it was because of lighter and 
cheaper forms of construction. At the 
same time, the sources of noise have 
become more numerous and the noise 
itself louder and more continuous. Radio 
and television in the home, and mechani- 
sation in offices are two examples of 
sources of internal noise. 

The B.R.S. has been working on noise 
and sound insulation for a number of 
years. It has recently completed an 
assessment of noise in houses and flats 
and can now classify the sound insulation 
of party walls and floors in terms of 
comfort to the tenants. [An extended 
account of this investigation is given on 
p. 413. Ed.]

Concreting 


A study is being 
made of _ concreting 
methods and costs, in- 
cluding the handling of 
the materials on the dry 
side of the mixer, the 
costs of shuttering, the 
relative economics of 
precast and in-situ con- 
crete, and a survey of 
ready-mixed concrete. 


Shutterings for in-situ 
concrete is an expensive 
item and often costs as 
much as the concrete 
itself. The present sur- 
vey, designed to study 
the methods now in use 
and their costs, is being 
restricted in the first in- 
stance to the shuttering 
used for walls. 


The Design of 
Guttering 


An example of the 
kind of small but im- 
portant research the 
Station does so much 


of is a survey of eaves gutters. For 
no apparent reason, gutters are made and 
fixed in all sizes, slopes and outlet 
spacings. The fixing itself was often 
found to be poor, reducing the capacity 
seriously. Some valuable results have 
been obtained, especially the relationship 
between given rainfall intensities and the 
design of the guttering. The work should 
eventually produce a rational system of 
design, so that guttering can be much 
more efficient than it is now. 


The Cost of Building Flats 


The most outstanding feature of the 
investigation on the cost of multi-storey 
flats is the wide range of costs even in 
buildings of the same height. The cost 
per sq. ft. of gross floor area (including 
all access) ranged from 40s. to 67s. The 
average was 52s. This is much dearer 
than two-storey housing which, excluding 
external works, costs on the average 
about 30s. per sq. ft. Even in London 
the average is about 35s. or 36s. 

It seems clear that the difference in 
cost is incurred mainly as the height of 
flats increases up to six storeys. After 
that the increase is slight. The increase 
is caused, in fact, by the cost of the load- 
bearing structure of the building. In turn 
a lot of this cost can be put down to 
using excessive amounts of concrete. If 
all the economies were made that could 
be made in the load-bearing structure it 
should be possible to bring the ¢ost 
down to about 38s. per sq. ft. gross. This 
would not mean any significant change 
in methods or materials but it would 
reduce the cost of flats by nearly £500 
each. Nor does it seem unreasonable to 
suppose that with new methods of design 
and building now being developed the 
price could be reduced to a figure not 
much more than that of two-storey 
houses in the same locality. ‘ Building 
Research 1955’ is published by HMSO 
for DSIR, price 5s.

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New Barbican Committee’s Plan Rejected 
‘WOULD INCREASE CONGESTION IN THE CITY’ 


Mr. Duncan Sandys, Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
issued, on August 29, his decision on a scheme for the redevelopment of 
the Barbican area in the City of London. This scheme was put forward 
by an independent group known as the ‘New Barbican Committee.’ 
It was previously rejected by the City Corporation and was submitted 


to the Minister on appeal. 


The Minister takes the opportunity to urge 


the City Corporation to create in the area a substantial residential 
neighbourhood, including not only flats but also schools, shops, open 
spaces and other amenities, as it is not good for the City to be choked 


bi; day and deserted by night. 


The Minister’s letter to the Lord Mayor 


informing him of his decision to reject the plan and the official 
notification of his decision are reproduced below. 


Letter to. Lord Mayor 


JN his letter to the Lord Mayor, Mr. 

* Sandys states: ‘I have been greatly 
impressed by the imaginative character of 
the scheme put forward by the New 
Barbican Committee; and I think you 
will agree that they are to be congratu- 
lated on the boldness and originality of 
their conception, which will give a much 
needed stimulus to fresh thinking about 
the nature of future development in the 
City. The widespread: interest evoked by 
their proposals has most effectively 
focused attention on the need for re- 
planning this important area in a com- 
prehensive manner. 

‘My main difficulty in accepting -this 
scheme is that it contemplates the con- 
struction of vast factory, office and other 
commercial premises, which would 
greatly add to the already excessive 
volume of employment in that area. 
Despite the welcome provision of some 
residential accommodation on a limited 
scale, there is, I am afraid, no doubt that, 
on balance, this plan would appreciably 
are the congestion in Central Lon- 

on. 


“Congestion is London’s most serious 
and intractable planning problem; and 
we cannot afford to do anything which 
would make it still worse. For this reason 
I have, not without regret, come to the 
conclusion that I must dismiss the Com- 
mittee’s appeal. 


‘In this connection, I am interested to 
learn that the City Corporation have 
themselves been considering how this 
same area might be rebuilt, and are think- 
ing of including in it a certain amount of 
residential accommodation. I welcome 
this approach; for I cannot believe that it 
is good for the City to be choked by day 
and deserted by night. A better balance 
between commercial and residential use 
would, I am sure, benefit everybody in 
the long run. , 


‘I am convinced that there would be 
advantages in creating in the City a 
genuine residential neighbourhood, in- 
corporating schools, shops, open spaces 
and other amenities, even if this means 
forgoing a more remunerative return on 
the land. Apart from providing dwellings 
for office workers, this would help to 
bring back some life to the City outside 
business hours.’ 


The Ministry’s Notification 


In a letter informing the New Barbican 
Committee of the Minister’s decision, the 
Ministry refer to the Committee’s appeal 
against the refusal of the Common 
Council of the City of London to grant 
permission, in principle, for their pro- 
posals for the redevelopment of a 474- 
acre site between Aldersgate-street and 
Moorfields in the City of London, com- 
monly known as the Barbican area. The 
reasons for the Common Council’s deci- 
sion are set out in the appendix to the 
letter (reproduced below). 

The letter continues: The site com- 
prises a severely war-damaged area con- 
taining only a few standing buildings. The 
Metropolitan railway crosses the site in 
a cutting. The proposed Route 11 will 
also cross the southern part of the site. 

As submitted, the proposals provided 
for a comprehensive scheme of ware- 
housing, office, industrial and residential 
development, with provision for shopping 
and schools, and for recreational and 
communal activities of various kinds. 
They also provided for an open space 
of a little over three acres around the 
church of St. Giles, Cripplegate, and the 
Roman Wall; and, on an adjacent site of 
nearly four acres, for a trade hall and an 
hotel. The greater part of the site, exclud- 
ing the 8.6 acres around St. Giles, Cripple- 
gate, was to be excavated to a depth of 
from 45 to 60 feet. There was provision 
for three floors underground; the two 
lower floors (which would have artificial 
light and ventilation) were to be used for 
warehousing purposes, and the upper 
floor was to be used for car-parking space 
for some 3,000 cars. Above ground level 
it was proposed to build. in three large 
blocks lying north of the line of Route 11, 
a building (or “ podium ”’) covering some 
15 acres and comprising four floors of 
offices on the perimeter, and a core of 
industrial and commercial space on three 
floors. The top floor, which would be lit 
by pavement lights in the roof, would be 
used for industry, and the other two 


_floors, which would be artificially lit and 


ventilated. for warehousing. Three 5- 
storey office blocks, with shops on the 
ground floor, would be built south of 
Route 11, and would be inter-connected 
by bridges and also connected with the 
blocks to the north of Route 11. There 
would thus be a continuous terrace at 


‘the necessary financial 
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about 100 ft. O.D. over the greater part 
of the site. On this terrace would be built 
4-storey houses or maisonettes, six 7- 
storey blocks of flats and five tower 
blocks (averaging 200 ft. high, the highest 
being 300 ft.) containing mainly offices 
but also with some flats in the topmost 
storeys. At terrace level would be shops, 
restaurants, public-houses, a cinema, 
schools, and a community hall. There 
would be three self-contained road sys- 
tems—at the terrace level, at ground level, 
and in the basement.

During the course of the inquiry held 
by the Minister’s Inspector, Mr. S. J. 
Docking, MA, BArch, ARIBA, AMTPI, 
the Committee agreed, in order to meet 
objections, to modify the scheme by 
omitting one of the basement floors and 
one floor of the podium. This would 
have the effect of reducing the warehous- 
ing and industrial floor space by some 
13 million sq. ft., and the total floor 
space to a little under 84 million sq. ft. 
The Committee also agreed to omit cer- 
tain sites for which owners had other pro- 
posals for development. Details are given 
in the appendix. 


The Real Dispute 


The main arguments advanced for and 
against the New Barbican scheme are 
summarised in the appendix given below. 
The real dispute arises over the density 
of the development, and the amount of 
additional employment it would create in 
an area already severely congested. One 
of the chief objects of planning in London 
must be to reduce the excessive con- 
centration of employment in the City and 
the West End; and both the Common 
Council and the London County Council 
represented that a scheme of the kind 
proposed would run directly counter to 
this object. There was also disagreement 
about the feasibility of the scheme. Once 
Started it must be carried through and 
could not easily be modified; and al- 
though the promoters said that they did 
not expect serious difficulty in securing 
backing, the 
Common Council, who pointed out that 
the Corporation already owned the major 
part of the land in question, and hoped to 
acquire most of the remainder, expressed 
fears about the financial risks involved. 

The Minister has carefully considered 
the clear exposition put forward by the 
Committee of their proposals and also 
the plans, model and film of the scheme. 
He recognises that much work and 
original thinking have gone into the pre- 
paration of the scheme, and that it in- 
corporates architectural and engineering 
features of an ingenious and imaginative 
character. He also agrees that a compre- 
hensive plan of development for what is 
the largest remaining war-damaged area 
in the City of London is highly desirable. 

As regards particular features of the 
scheme, the Minister agrees that high 
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buildings might well be appropriate in 
this area. He was glad to see that the pro- 
posals included provision for residential 
development, although he observes that 
the number of dwellings for which the 
scheme provides (approximately 1,000) is 
small in comparison with the number of 
jobs likely to result from the commercial, 
office and industrial development pro- 
posed. The Common Council thought 
that over 44,000 jobs would result; the 
promoters put the figure at about 27,500. 
It seems to the Minister that the pro- 
moters’ figure might well prove to be an 
under-estimate. 


The Minister must consider the Com- 
mittee’s proposals as a whole against the 
general background of policy, reflected 
in the provisions of the County of Lon- 
don Development Plan, for restraining 
the growth of employment in the County, 
and especially its concentration in the 
central areas. He cannot accept that it is 
desirable to concentrate in the Barbican 
area the amount of office, industrial and 
commercial employment which the Com- 
mittee contemplate, even allowing for the 
amendments to the scheme proposed dur- 
ing the course of the inquiry. These 
amendments would, in themselves, entail 
a complete re-casting of the scheme; but, 
whatever were done for this purpose, it 
seems to the Minister that a substantial 
increase in employment must be entailed, 
which could not fail seriously to aggfa- 
vate the existing congestion. 


There is room for a difference of view 
about the way in which the plot ratio 
should be calculated in a scheme of this 
character, but the Minister is satisfied 
that on no reasonable basis of calcula- 
tion could the plot ratio of this scheme 
be brought within the maximum limit of 


5:1 which has been prescribed for this 
area. 


The Minister’s conclusion is that the 
scheme provides for far too great a con- 
centration of office, industrial and com- 
mercial activity on this site, and that he 
must dismiss the appeal on this ground. 
This letter is issued as his formal decision. 


Appendix 


_1. The Common Council refused permis- 
sion to the scheme put forward by the New 
Barbican Committee for the following 
reasons : . 


(i) In so far as offices and industrial users 
were concerned, the proposed development 
would be contrary to the use-zoning pro- 


posals of the County of London Develop- 
ment Plan. 


(ii) The proposal to introduce a large 
area of industrial building would be con- 
trary to the declared aims of the County of 
London Development Plan to decentralise 
industry and commerce in correspondence 
with a reduction of the population. 


(iii) The density of development would 
be excessive, having regard to the area of 
the site, and would create grave traffic prob- 
Jems in the environs of the site. 


2. The main arguments advanced on be- 

half of the New Barbican Committee at the 
inquiry were as follows: 
_ (@ The Barbican area was the last remain- 
ing war-damaged area in the City large 
enough for unified large-scale development, 
and the opportunity should not be missed 
to carry out an imaginative forward-looking 
scheme of comprehensive redevelopment. 


(ii) The scheme was necessarily tentative. 
The Committee wished to have general 
approval in principle. They could then 
readily modify the scheme in detail—for 
example, to exclude those sites for which 
owners had other proposals for develop- 
ment (including sites to be developed by the 
Merchant Taylors’ Company and Marocone, 
Ltd., by the Brewers’ Company, the Salters’ 
Company, the Barbers’ Company, the 
Girdlers’ Company, and the City Parochial 
Foundation and Zephyr Investment, Ltd., 
and also the sites of the National Telephone 
Exchange and an electricity sub-station). 
They also agreed that it would probably be 
necessary to omit the proposal to excavate 
below Route 11 itself and that part of the 
site south of it. They also proposed to omit 
one of the basement warehousing floors and 
one of the floors in the podium block. 


(iii) It was necessary to include a variety 
of uses. Development for offices alone would 
result in gross over-provision. Their pro- 
posals gave a balanced and _ reasonable 
scheme and enabled warehousing and 
residential provision to be made which 
would otherwise be uneconomic. 

(iv) The Committee thought that, if good 
facilities were provided, there would be a 
demand for warehousing of the order 
which they contemplated. 

(v) The industrial provision was intended 
for service industries and traditionalCity 
industries such as printing and _ tailoring. It 
was not intended for general manufacturing 
industries: An Industrial Development 
Certificate had been granted. 

(vi) The scheme was flexible, and the uses 
proposed could readily be varied according 
to demand. 

(vii) Care had been taken to provide 
an interesting and acceptable skyline. 

(viii) Expert evidence was given to the 
effect that the scheme was practicable as an 
engineering operation. 

(ix) Expert evidence was also given to 
the effect that the excavation and construc- 
tion of retaining walls should not affect the 
level of the water-table under St. Paul’s 
Cathedral and thus jeopardise its stability. 

(x) Based on the gross area of the site 
(excluding the perimeter roads) the scheme 
was within the permitted plot ratio of 5:1. 
If, as contended by the Common Council, 
the plot ratio calculation should be based 
on the net site area being developed, then 
the omissiog of some 1} million sq. ft. of 
floor space as proposed at the inquiry would 
bring the commercial and industrial floor 
space within the permitted 5:1 plot ratio, 
provided that the area of the railway, which 
was being built over, was included in the 
site area. 

(xi) The non-resident population repre- 
sented by the scheme as submitted was 
27,450, not 44,100 as calculated by the 
Common Council. The difference in the 
figures was due mainly to a different con- 
version factor used for the warehousing 
space. The Committee thought it reasonable 
to assume that the employment figure would 
be one person for every 2,000 sq. ft. of floor 
space provided. The Common Council had 
suggested that the figure should be one per- 
son for every 250 sq. ft. of floor space, but 
the Committee argued that the highly- 
mechanised facilities proposed would reduce 
the employment figure to the one suggested 
by them. They also pointed out that their 
estimate of 27,450 non-resident population 
compared with 27,240 estimated by the 
Common Council as the population result- 
ing from the Development Plan proposals. 

(xii) In considering traffic congestion, re- 
gard should be had to the provision for over 
3,000 residents within the site. Even if the 
residents were not employed locally, traffic 
congestion would be eased.as they would 
be travelling to and from work against the 
main flow. 
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(xiii) It would not be necessary to defer 
work on the podium block until the. whole 
basement had been excavated and con- 
structed, but the podium block would need 
to be complete before the terrace develop- 
ment was undertaken. 

(xiv) The Committee did not expect 
serious difficulty in securing the necessary 
financial backing. : 

(xv) The use of the underground railway 
for goods traffic was a valuable feature of 
the scheme. 

(xvi) The provision of a garden of 3.2 
acres around St. Giles would represc<not 
,the largest open space in the City. The tcr- 
race, with its distant views, should also be 
taken into account as open space. 


3. The points made at the inquiry on 
behalf of the Common Council in justifica- 
tion of their refusal of planning permission. 
included the following :— 


(i) The Corporation owned the greater 
part of the land covered by the scheme and 
hoped to acquire most of the remainder, so 
that it could not come to fruition withcut 
their co-operation. But if it were approved, 
it would presumably be their duty to further 
it. 

{ii) The Common Council accepted the 
desirability of comprehensive development. 
Reference was*made to a scheme for the 
same area (the so-called Martin/Mealand 
scheme) which provided for comprehensive 
development at a plot ratio of a little over 
4:1; this scheme had not yet been adopted 
by the Common Council, since further 
consideration was being given to its residen- 
tial content. , 

(iii) They mainly objected to the scheme 
because of the excessive density proposed. 
A plot ratio of 5:1 calculated on the gener- 
ally accepted basis of the net area being 
developed would give a maximum floor 
space of some 6,400,000 sq. ft,, against the 
area for the submitted scheme of 8,750,000 
sq. ft. (excluding the residential and car 
parking floor space). If the site area were 
first reduced by the area equivalent to that 
required to provide residential accommoda- 
tion for some 3,600 persons, the plot ratio 
of the office, warehousing and industrial 
development exceeded 10:1. Even with the 
adjustments proposed the density would be 
excessive. 

(iv) They considered that their estimate 
of non-resident pee of 44,100 was 
realistic, and that the scheme would there- 
fore add greatly to congestion in the City. 

(v) The scheme would be profoundly 
affected by the modifications to take account 
of Route 11, and of the sites which the 
Committee had accepted might be omitted. 

(vi) The scheme involved a_ serious 
financial risk which neither the Common 
Council nor the London County Council 
would be prepared to undertake. 

(vii) The risk to St. Paul’s by interference 
with the flow of underground water towards 
the Cathedral could not be ignored. (The 
Consulting Engineer to the Dean and Chap- 
ter of St. Paul’s Cathedral gave evidence .in 
support of this view). 

(viii) New provision for industry on the 
scale contemplated was contrary to the 
Common Council’s policy of restraining the 
growth of industry. In any event, it would 
not be desirable to include anything but 
industries incidental to warehousing and 
using only light equipment. 

(ix) The Common Council did not accept 
that pavement lighting for the workshops 
under the terrace would be satisfactory. 

(x) Certain detailed objections were made 
to the traffic circulating system. 

4. For the London County .Council who 
generally supported the Common Council's 
views it was stated :— 


(i) They were anxious to encourage com- 
prehensive development. 
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When permanence is important . . . when 
specialists in mastic asphalte roofing are 
required . . . when a_ roofing problem 
demands technical knowledge that comes 
from years of varied experience . . .

Specialists for 80 years in Asphalte: Roofing, Tanking, 
Flooring and Roads. Nacofeit Bulit-up Roofing. 
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(ii) The appellants’ scheme would be diffi- 
cult to re-shape and adapt to changing 
circumstances. The scheme, once started, 
would have to be carried through, and if it 
failed financially the burden would fall on 
public authorities. 

(iii) The density of development for in- 
dustrial and commercial purposes departed 
radically from the accepted plot ratio and 
population density standards and ran coun- 
ter to the Council’s policy of decentralisa- 
tion. 

5. The British Transport Commission did 
not eppose the scheme, Certain engineering 
conditions would have to be imposed, but 
these should not raise any insuperable diffi- 
culty. The Moorgate and Aldersgate 
stations could cope with an additional 
30,000 day-time population, but would 
probably not be able to deal with a popula- 
tion as high as 44,000. 

6. The London Electricity Board con- 
firmed that they wished their Beech-street 
‘sub-station to be excluded. 

7. The Merchant Taylors’ Company and 
Marocone, Ltd., the Brewers’ Company, and 
the City Parochial Foundation and Zephyr 
Investment, Ltd., confirmed that they wished 
the sites which they planned to develop 
themselves to be excluded from the scheme. 

8. The Salters’ Company, the Barbers’ 
Company and the Girdlers’ Company 
accepted the Committee’s offer to exclude 
their sites from the scheme. 


BSI ANNUAL REPORT 
Widening Range of Activities 


QTEADILY growing support from in- 

dustry for the work of the British 
Standards Institution is reflected in BSI’s 
annual report for the year ended March 31, 
1956. The number of subscribing members 
—commercial firms, trade associations and 
professional bodies—reached the record 
figure of 8,650, over 4 per cent. higher than 
in the previous year. 

The report’s:260 pages show how wide 
and varied is the Institution’s work and how 
it is keeping pace with some of the newest 
developments in British industry. 

The first section of the report, which 
serves as a general introduction, includes 


‘references to the progress made in the study 


of fuel efficiency, the completion of the first 
British Standard concerned with smoke 
abatement, and preliminary steps taken in 
the preparation of standards required for 
the development of nuclear energy. It also 
describes conferences held during the year 
to stimulate interest in, amd discussion of, 
standards Aechniques as an aid to produc- 
tivity. 

The main body of the report contains a 
detailed review of the standards projects 
completed and in hand in the Institution’s 
four main divisions: building, chentical, 
engineering and textiles (and in the 
industries outside the scope of these four), 
and the work carried out under the Council 
for Codes of Practice. 

In building, a revised edition of the com- 
plete Building Handbook was published; 
further progress was made during the year 
with studies on modular co-ordination; and 
a committee was established to consider 
corrugated translucent sheeting. 

in the chemical division subjects of 
Special interest included the recently issued 
colour gard for building paints. 

Important features of engineering activity 
Vere the preparation of glossaries of terms; 


a large and varied national and international 


programme of electrical work; a review of 
specifications for non-ferrous metals; and 
progress with the preparation of summary 
sheets. 

A page of statistics records that there 
were nearly 4,000 meetings of technical com- 
mittees whose work resulted in the publica- 
tion of more than 200 new standards. New 
and revised standards issued during the year 
affect almost every aspect of industrial pro- 
duction from steel plate to school furniture, 
from electric blankets to aluminium ingots, 
from shoe laces to scalpels. Sales of British 
Standards reached a new record level of 
934,000, a quarter of these being sold abroad. 

The international section of the report 
contains an account of the BSI’s increasing 
contribution to the work of many of the 83 
committees of the International Organisa- 
tion for Standardisation (ISO) and the 42 
committees of the International Electro- 
technical Commission (IEC) which were 
active during the year. Here undertakings 
of particular interest included the revision 
and extension of the well-known classifica- 
tion of insulating materials, work on tests 
for chemicals, discussions on unification of 
screw threads and recommendations on ball 
and roller bearings. 

Other aspects of international co-opera- 
tion in standardisation included a confer- 
ence of the ABC countries (America, 
Britain and Canada) to secure closer unifica- 
tion of basic engineering standards, BSI’s 
participation in the work of the European 
Productivity Agency, and preparations for 
next year’s Commonwealth Standards Con- 
ference in Delhi. 

This heavy programme of international 
work is evidence of the importance the In- 
stitution attaches to the export aspects of its 
work, in which, as the report shows, it has 
been encouraged by its own Export Panel.

SOME RECENT STANDARDS 


Definition of Heat Insulating Terms 
(BS 874:1956) 


ParT I of BS 874, contains definitions of 
heat insulating terms and a summarised list 
of relevant symbols and dimensions of 
units. The measurement of thermal con- 
ductivity and emissivity is described in Part 
II, including methods used for different 
types of materials for various temperature 
ranges. Conversion tables for units in 
common use are provided in the appendices. 
The Standard is priced 5s. 

As in the previous edition, a purpose of 
Part I of this standard is to provide means 
of establishing consistency in definitions of 
terms, particularly in order that there should 
be as little conflict as possible with 
analogous terms used in other countries and 
with a view to rectifying confusion which 
may exist in the use of such words as con- 
duction, conductance and transmission. 

One of the changes made is the adoption 
of the joule as the fundamental unit of heat 
in accordance with BS 350:1940. Amend- 
ment No. 4, October, 1953 (P.D.1715), which 
also defines the corresponding values for the 
revised steam table British thermal unit and 
the revised steam table calorie. The effect 
of this change on heat insulation calculations 
is negligible. 
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A complete revision has been made of the 
methods used for measuring thermal con- 
ductivity, thermal conductance and thermal 
transmittance of heat insulating materials 
and structures.

REFERENCE TO MONOPOLIES 


' COMMISSION 
Work on Metal Windows and Doors 
to Continue . 


IN ACCORDANCE with the provisions of the 
Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956, the 
Board of Trade have given directions to the 
Monopolies and Restrictive Practices Com- 
mission as to which of the existing references 
are to be continued. Among these is the 
reference to standard metal windows and 
doors, which will be continued in its exist- 
ing form. It is expected that the Commis- 
sion’s report on standard metal windows will 
be received shortly. 


The references which are being allowed to 
lapse are those on electrical street lighting 
equipment, steel frames for buildings, and 
electric batteries. These references were 
made during the summer of 1955 and work 
on them, which was not far advanced, was 
suspended when the Government’s inten- 
tions as regards existing references were 
announced on March 6, 1956, during the 
second reading debate on the Restrictive 
Trade Practices Bill. 

The general requirement on common 
prices and agreed tendering is also being 
allowed to lapse. Agreements embodying 
such practices will be subject to registration 
as from November 30, 1956, provided that 
Parliament approves the Registration of 
Restrictive Trading Agreements Order, 1956, 
which was made on August 2. 


WINTER BUILDING 
Plastic Film as Protection Weather 


SoME interesting experiments have been 
made in the United States with a view to 
examining the possibilities of using plastic 
film to protect workmen and materials 
against snow, cold and strong winds during 
winter building operations, writes a corte- 
spondent. 

In the course of these experiments, the 
plastic film was nailed between laths and 
the usual wooden scaffolds on their outside, 
while the space inside was heated by oil- 
burning air heaters. Under these conditions, 
brick-laying continued even when it was 
snowing outside. 

Because of the high percentage of day- 
light transmitted by the plastic film, no 
artificial lighting was needed in the space 
inside external walls. Moreover, on mild 
days, the air heaters proved unnecessary. 

As the external walls were completed, the 
plastic film was removed from the scaffolds 
and transferred to easily constructed wooden 
frames, which were then placed temporarily 
in the window frames to provide protection 
for interior work. 

The -type of‘ film used was supplied in 
rolls 30 metres long and four metres wide, 
and with a thickness of 0.10mm. The price 
in the United States is roughly equivalent 
for that charged for kraft paper. 
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Automation and the Building Industry 


AN ASSESSMENT OF ITS IMPLICATIONS 
BY G. CUTMORE DRUMMOND 


"THE word ‘automation’ has come to 

the fore in the past few months in 
a manner which has left the man-in-the- 
street in a vague and apprehensive frame 
of mind. The reasons for this state of 
affairs do not require elaboration here. 
The Government, is to call on United 
Kingdom industry to make a greater 
research effort into automation following 
the report of the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research. Five main 
points of this report are:— 1. Britain 
must lead in the exploitation of automa- 
tion. 2, Unemployment through automa- 
tion is unlikely to be a serious problem. 
3. Chemical industry progress is being 
retarded by inadequate instrumentation. 
4. Shortages of technologists and mana- 
gers imposes a brake on the rate of pro- 
gress. 5. Advance consultation with the 
trade unions, as well as the universities, 
will be urged by the Government to give 
priority to investigating social and techni- 
cal problems involved, and research 
programmes in Government laboratories 
. will be expanded. 

The long and interesting report calls 
for plenty of consideration and thought. 
‘Automation,’ it declares, ‘will not 
make robots of us all. On the contrary, 
it will demand wider knowledge, greater 
ability, and a higher degree of skill from 
worker and manager alike.’ The report 
goes on to state that ‘it seems clear that 
during the next decade or two the impact 
of automation will be heavy and exten- 
sive, though many industries will 
probably be little affected.’ 

Another significant fact which emerges 
is that past experience of the installation 
of near-automatic factories has shown 
that increased automation brings with 
it not only a change in the balance 
of the industrial skills needed, but 
also a reduction in the number of 
monotonous jobs which must be under- 
taken. Whereas traditional mechanisa- 
tion has already increased the demand for 
managers and technicians in industry, and 
automation will do so to an even greater 
extent, work in the nearly automatic or 
fully automatic factory will not be so 
monotonous as in a modern mass- 
producing factory. 


Co-operation Needed 


| So much for generalities, of which 
much more could be written, but not, I 
imagine usefully at this point. The whole 


problem of automation is one to which 


individual contribution is at this stage 
vital, yet I am’ convinced that it is more 
essential for particular trades to tackle 
the matter on a co-operative basis. 
Indeed, in most respects this seems to be 
the ultimate aim, although as previously 
mentioned, some industries will not lend 
themselves to fully automatic processes 
for some considerable time. It is a fact 
however, that a greater programme of 
mechanisation would be beneficial in 
many such industries. 


How will automation affect the build- 
ing industry? Frankly, I do not think an 
answer can be given to that question .at 
the moment. That is not to say, how- 
ever, that the matter should be left in the 
air. On the contrary, I think that it 
Should (be examined at every possible 
level, and discussions encouraged to 
ascertain what.people are thinking, what 
they are doing, and what they feel can 
and should be done. 

For some considerable time the build- 
ing industry has been concerned with 
the application of new methods and 
materials, and mechanisation has been 
gradually taking place. In my _ view, 
these trends will largely continue in so 
far as site work is concerned. There 
may be a measure of automation in 
workshops and factories, particularly 
those dealing with prefabrication. Even 
more likely is the eventual application 
of ‘conscious’ and_ process-control 
machines, etc., in the factories of some 
building materials suppliers. The endow- 
ment of machines with the ability to 
‘think’ has already been successfully 
accomplished in a number of industries, 
whose processes are in some respects-very 
similar to those employed in the produc- 
tion of some of our materials. ‘Thus, it 
seems probable that automation may 
have only an indirect effect initially, so 
far as the working site is concerned. 


Electronic Computers 


The impact of electronic computers 
will perhaps have more direct con- 
sequences in the office, and there is no 
reason to suppose that automation will 
not enter into the very large building 
contractor’s office as much as in any other 
industry. At least one computer is now 
working with only a handful of operators 
feeding the material into it and.a few 
mechanics servicing it. Formerly close 
on two hundred clerks were required for 
the work it now does. Since these elec- 
tronic computers, and indeed electrical 
control equipment generally, will be 
wanted in ever increasing quantities, new 
factory space may be required, thus 
offering hope of further work for the 
industry. On the other hand, if more 
and more computers become available, 
thus replacing vast numbers of clerks, 
office accommodation may not be so 
much in demand, as the area required 
for a computer replacing say, 200 people, 
is considerably less than the space which 
has to be allocated for that number of 
staff. After hearing what the present 
computers can do, I cannot help feeling 
that possibly at some not too distant date, 
some: of the irksome work in a large 
building contractor’s office might be made 
easier. To quote just one example—the 
work in connection with bills of quanti- 
ties. 

It is, however, early days, and I can- 
not visualise machinery with fully auto- 
matic control operating on building sites 
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for a long time. There is much talk of 
increasing our standard of living with ful} 
employment. It is said that this can only 
happen by a total increase in production © 
of goods and commodities. If all labour © 
is fully employed the theorists say that 
extra output can come from the more 
intensive use of fully automatic processes, 
They may well be right, but I cannot 
help feeling a bit sceptical about such a 
claim. It is true that so far little or no 
unemployment has been directly 
occasioned in any industry by auto 
mation. This is due mainly to the fact 
that in the past automatic technical 
machinery has been installed on processes 
where labour was in short supply, thus ; 
making good the gap and enabling staff 
to be released for other work. 


Redundancy Fear 


The great worry on the operatives’ side 
at present is that we may be approaching 
an era when attempts will be made to 
reduce the number of workers on certain 
processes by the greater installation of 
intricate machinery capable of making 
large numbers of people redundant. This 
is a very contentious problem. In view, 
however, of the unlikelihood of auto- 
mation being freely adapted to the build- 
ing trades, I cannot see that it applies 
to our own industry at present. 


Having recently attended a series of 
lectures on this matter, I must say that 
the approach to this new era by both 
employer and employee is rather puzzling, 
but since the problems posed are both 
new and complex some little time will be 
needed before a settling down can be A 
accomplished. Despite this, however, 
one cannot help feeling worried. 
Employers are looking for increased pro- 
duction and consequent reduced costs (an 
excellent thing). Employees hope that 
automation will prove béneficial in the 
form of a shorter working week (also an 
excellent idea in certain circumstances). 
One speaker in the building industry re- 
cently suggested that the working day of 
the future may be six hours. So far, 
nobody mentions any benefits which are 
to accrue to the poor old’ customer. 
After all, he is the man who pays, and 
who therefore keeps the wheels turning. 


It is obvious that events have reached 
a stage which we in the building industry 
cannot afford to ignore. Our knowledge 
concerning the latest trends is of necessity 
limited; probably more so than in some 
other industries. That in itself should 
spur us On to greater study of the possible 
impact of the ‘conscious’ type machine, 
either oe or indirectly. We must 
not’ be found wanting in the quickening 
pace of new ideas, methods, and so on. 


The conglomeration of electronic gad- 
gets which is called a ‘ brain’ can always 
draw the right conclusion given the right 
data. The difficulty so far is in providing 
this data. The feeding of data directly 
to affect the actual erection of buildings 
seems extremely remote at present, but 
a greater link-up of some processes in the 
planning and execution stages is some- 
thing the industry has been seeking for 
a long time. Perhaps in time these pro- 
cesses will result in a link-up with some 
of the _Stages which are known as 
automation.

Overspill 


By DAME EVELYN SHARP, 
DBE, HonMTPI 


‘()VERSPILL > is chosen as_ the 

subject of the talk because the 
word, ugly and inhuman as it is, stands 
for the biggest and most far-reaching 
effort—and the one with perhaps -the 
greatest consequences for human beings 
—which planning is attempting. 

It is also, naturally, the most difficult 
of planning problems; not so much in 
the planning (that, indeed, can be decep- 
tively simple) as in the accomplishment. 
We have all been working at overspill 
for years; but, apart from the decentrali- 
sation achieved to the New Towns round 
London, and the start made in expand- 
ing Bletchley and Swindon for the same 
purpose, progress has been slow and dis- 
appointing. 

In the provinces, a good deal has been 
done in Lancashire, under the ‘leadership 
of the county council. In the counties 
round Birmingham agreements are being 
reached, again under the leadership of the 
county councils, to expand various small 
places by means of overspill from Birm- 
ingham; Staffordshire County Council 
has been specially successful in promot- 
ing these. In various other places great 
efforts are being made, both by exporting 
and by potential receiving authorities, to 
carry decentralisation ‘through; but 
achievement is still very small. 


An Agreed Policy 


Yet everyone is agreed that the over- 
spill policy is right; and must be made 
to work. Experience shows that it can 
be made to work; but shows, too, that 
the difficulties are formidable. What we 
have got to do is to see how these can 
be overcome. It is obviously important 
that those who make plans should ap- 
preciate what is involved—the adminis- 
trative and financial problems as well as 
the technical—in translating them into 
practical accomplishment. That is one 
purpose of the talk. 

Another purpose is to collect ideas. 
Is there anything more, or anything dif- 
ferent, that could or should be done to 
achieve better progress in the actual 
movement out, of work and of people, 
from the congested cities? 


A third purpose is to stimulate discus- 


sion, not only in the conference room. 


but in the country at large—and especi- 
ally among employers and employed 
whose part in decentralisation is vital. 
Part of the difficulty with overspill, 
though only part, is that the plans for it 
are not widely enough understood. 


The Meaning of ‘ Overspill’ 


‘Overspill’ is used here to mean the 
movement of people and employment 
from congested and overgrown cities to 
places at some distance—perhaps at a 
great distance. Places which can be de- 
veloped or expanded as more or less self- 
contained communities, from which 
there will be little or no daily commuting 
back to the old city. 


Most of these authorities have, in the 
opinion of the Department, overesti- 
mated. their surplus of population—or, 
rather, underestimated their capacity. 
But even taking a fairly conservative 
view, the number of people to move out 
may be approaching half a million from 
the congested areas of Greater London; 
240,000 from Manchester; 200,000 from 
Birmingham; 150,000 from Liverpool; 
70,000 from Leeds and nearly as many 
from Sheffield. 


Large though these figures sound, the 
effort is not impossible. Say, 2m. people 
to move out from the great towns; per- 
haps something over 4m. houses to be 
built outside the towns. Spread over 
years, that is not too formidable. It is 
the complexity of the opération that is 
baffling, rather than its size. ¢ 


Some towns with a problem of con- 
gestion can, of course, be allowed to grow 
still larger; and can relieve the over- 
crowding in the central area by suburban 
expansion. The question when is a town 
big enough—or too big—is one of the 
many in planning to which there is no 
certain answer; and the conclusion must 
be governed by practical considerations. 
But some towns are already, plainly, too 
big for comfort or convenience. They 
must not be allowed to expand; they 
should indeed have been stopped, had 
that been possible, long ago. Their 
* overspill’ must be taken far afield; and 
it is with that problem that this talk is 
concerned, | 


The first move is to define a green belt 
round these towns; a belt in which no 
development other than for green belt 
purposes is to be allowed, either now or 
in the future. This is a comparatively 
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simple operation; though there is always 
the question how deep should a green 
belt be? Edge to edge five miles should 
be a minimum, 10 miles perhaps is safe. 
But in practice the depth of the belt is 
usually limited by the presence of other 
towns; and here again consideration 
must be given to the practical possibili- 
ties. Room must be found for overspill 
development, and in places where it has 
a fair chance of success. This is the 
difficult part; for in estimating where 
there is a fair chance of success, attention 
must be paid, not only to geographical 
factors, but also to the prospects of get- 
ting a scheme carried through. 


Some of the County Plans have made, 


_ on paper, sufficient provision for urban 


expansion to meet the overspill require- 
ments of neighbouring, congested urban 
areas. Some have not. Some county 
councils have worked hard to translate 
plans for overspill reception into actual 
agreements between exporting and re- 
ceiving authorities, and finally into con- 
crete development. Some have not. 


But it is undoubtedly true that local 
government is not designed to grapple 
easily with overspill. Recently the Minis- 
ter published a White Paper on Local 
Government Reorganisation (Cmd. 9831). 
It has been criticised because it does not 
is a solution for overspill. Very 

riefly, what the paper does is to pro- 
pose (with a view to legislation) a method 
for settling and stabilising the county/ 
county borough pattern; for simplifying 
the organisation of local government 
within the conurbations; and for eliminat~ 
ing the very small authorities. But with-. 
out a revolution in local government 
(which the White Paper rejects) it is im- 
possible to suppose that both exporting. 
and receiving ends can be brought under- 
one control. Overspill as here envisaged; 
may entail decentralisation to places 30, 
40 or 50 miles distant from the parent 
towns. Co-operation between authorities. 
(though, perhaps, fewer authorities) will 
continue to be necessary. 


3 Methods of Decentralisation 


What are the ways in which accommo- 
dation for overspill can be provided; that 
is, in which decentralisation can be car- 
ried through? 


Out-county estates—Before the war 
(and indeed since)-one or two of the 
great city authorities carried out their 
own decentralisation, by the provision, 
under the Housing Acts, of ‘ out-county 
estates." That method is still open to 
the great authorities; though they would 
no doubt proceed now under the Town 
Development Act, and would build 
farther afield. 


New Towns.—Then, there are the New 
Towns, built by Government-appointed 
and Government-financed corporations 
set up under the New Towns Act. So 
far, New Towns for purposes of decen- 
tralisation have been set up only for the 
relief of Greater London, whose problem 
has been the biggest and the most urgent. 
In these eight New Towns over 34,000 
houses have been completed and another. 
11,000-odd are under construction. Fac- 
tories providing nearly 30,000 jobs have 
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been built, and a further 5,500 industrial 
jobs are coming along. As self-contained 
communities, the New Towns are a suc- 
cess. 

The New Towns have achieved a sub- 
stantial decentralisation of population. 
There is, however, one very disturbing 
feature in the London situation, which is 
that, while the population in the conur- 
bation has decreased, employment has 
increased. The industry setting up in the 
New Towns has been very largely ‘ Lon- 
don industry’ ; and some has represented 
a genuine decentralisation. Nevertheless, 
employment in London has expanded; 
and this is now the biggest problem for 
the planning authorities. 


Office Employment 


Part of the trouble is that commercial 
employers have, as yet, shown virtually 
no interest in the New Towns. But it is 
vital to attract office employment from 
London to the New Towns, and the time 
is ripe. The Government has firm plans 
for moving out to them offices with a 
total employment of about 2,000 people; 
and it is hoped that other employers of 
office staffs will follow suit. 


Town Development. — The _ third 
method of carrying through decentrali- 
sation is by the expansion of existing 
small towns, to which people and work 
can move from the big city. The expan- 


sion should, desirably, be carried through * 


by the authority of the area, assisted (or 
stimulated) as necessary by its county 
council, in collaboration with the autho- 


rity of the city, and helped in the initial 
financial outlay by Government grants. 
If the job is beyond the capacity of the 
local authority, the city authority can act 
as its agent; or the latter can act as prin- 
cipal if that seems to be the only way to 
make progress. This method of ‘town 
development’ is the one which the Minis- 
try has been trying, of recent years, to 
encourage. 


However, progress is very slow. All 
the local authorities concerned are ner- 
vous of the cost, and that nervousness 
has, of course, been increased by the rise 
in the cost of money. The problems, 
therefore, are formidable. Yet, assum- 
ing that the national economy can 
weather its current difficulties, and that 
the present high rate of interest does not 
persist, the prospects should be good. One 
point that sticks out is that an authority 
contemplating expansion does _ need 
expert advice, particularly on the estates 
side. This is a problem for small authori- 
ties, and here perhaps the county councils 
could help (as Lancashire has) by offer- 
ing to lend qualified staff. In one case 
an authority borrowed a team from a 
New Town Corporation to advise it; and 
that is an idea that might be developed. 
Nothing certainly would be more dan- 
gerous than for an authority to plunge 
into expansion without skilled advice. 


It may, of course, be suggested that 
the right course is for the Government 
to appoint more New Town Corpora- 
tions, perhaps using this method for town 
expansions as well as for New Towns. 
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But it would be a misfortune to take the 
job from local governments; and the 
Minister does not want to do it. Local 
authorities can carry decentralisation 
through if they will. 


Whatever agencies are employed to 
carry out decentralisation, the key to suc- 
cess lies in the decentralisation of employ- 
ment, and in preventing its expansion in 
the big city. In London and Middlesex 
a really tough development control is 
being operated. In London, the LCC is 
devoting some money to buy up vacated 
factories in non-industrial areas; and 
Government grant is available to help. 


But a negative planning policy will 
never succeed by itself. The essential 
thing is to persuade employers that it is 
in their interests to move out, or, if ex- 
panding, to do it in the new or expand- 
ing areas; and to persuade other em- 
ployers it is not in their interests to move 
in. The planning authorities must hammer 
at that. 


Redevelopment 


Meanwhile, we must not lose sight, in 
concentrating on decentralisation, of the 
urgency of redevelopment within the old 
cities. More could be done for this than 
is being done. The Minister, when 
making a speech about overspill in the 
House of Commons on July 9, suggested 
that some urban authorities should con- 
sider building higher and to greater den- 
sity; particularly on the inner fringe of 
the green belts where people are within 
reach of open country. The LCC have

provided a fine example of what can be 
done in this way at Roehampton. We 
want to see more development of that 
kind in the outer areas of the great towns. 


Conclusion. 


So, in conclusion, these are the ques- 
tions. How to plan for overspill in such 
a way as to give it the greatest chance 
of success; how to get it carried through; 
and how, at the same time, to make the 
maximum effort for redevelopment within 
the old cities. This is planning’s most 
formidable problem; and while some of 
its facets go beyond the planner’s pro- 
vince, he must be concerned in all of 
them. For unless the questions can be 
answered, his work may be in vain. 


Slum Clearance, Rehabili- 
tation and Redevelopment 


By W. G. FISKE, CBE, HonATPI 


S it would be beyond our resources to 
~~~ deal with the construction of all new 
houses necessary to accommodate over- 
spill, to deal completely with the slum 
problem, and also to rebuild all the old 
houses, it is apparent that only a policy 
of rehabilitation of old houses can help us 
to master our overall housing problem. 
The salient fact which emerges from a 
Teview of the relevant figures, is that 
problems of slum clearance, rehabilita- 
tion and redevelopment and overspill are 
so Closely related that they can almost be 
regarded as aspects of one overall 
problem. 

On the rehabilitation of residential 
areas Mr. Fiske continued: By rehabilita- 
tion I wish to refer to a process of 
reconditioning Victorian residential areas 
of cities where extensive reshaping of the 
urban environment is desirable. The 
areas concerned are not in the slum 


category, but, if left, they will degenerate 
into that condition. I believe that 
rehabilitation on a large scale can save 
such areas and give them a long new lease 
of life. 

One can look at this process from 
several points of view. There is the need 
for economy and to make use of any 
good buildings in existence. Building costs 
being what they are, it is clearly cheaper 
to provide a good dwelling in a rehabili- 
tated old Victorian house than to provide 
a new one. Of course, the length of life 
to be expected from the dwelling in the 
rehabilitated building will be shorter than 
that to be expected from a new flat or 
house. At the LCC’s Brandon Estate, 
Southwark, our estimate for the cost of a 
new dwelling is about £2,700; this allows 
for normal drains and foundations, but 
excludes children’s playgrounds, com- 
munity centres, cost of site and the extra 
cost of abnormal foundations. Com- 
pared with this, it will cost about £1,400 
to create a dwelling in rehabilitated 
houses. The dwelling will be provided 
with modern kitchen and bathroom and 
facilities as comparable as possible with 
those in a new dwelling. Supposing the 
rehabilitated dwelling lasts 30 or 40 years, 
it will be seen that the community will 
have reasonably good value for the 
money spent. 

Next, one can consider the problem of 
design where new dwellings are to be 


built, old dwellings modernised and new - 


social facilities of all kinds provided, 
including open spaces. Here is a novel 
design problem full of interest, and there 
is no doubt that there is a great deal of 
scope for new thought. 


There is also the question of building 
agency. Should one use large contractors 
or several small firms, or indeed direct 
labour? 

On finance Mr. Fiske said: One would 


have thought that the Ministry might well 
be a little more generous to local authori- 
ties undertaking large schemes of re- 
habilitation which would seem to me to 
be a form of national economy in a very 
real sense. 


Looking at the scene broadly, I can- 
not help feeling that the various opera- 
tions we are undertaking to-day in the 
field of housing and planning, whether 
they be slum clearance, redevelopment of 
one sort or another, rehabilitation or 
overspill, should be regarded as one 
operation, a combined operation if you 
like. If one takes this view, it is difficult 
to understand the Government basis of 
subsidy which varies according to the 
type of operation undertaken. Combined 
schemes of rehabilitation and redevelop- 
ment in the ‘twilight’ areas [ Victorian 
dwellings between the inner city slums 
and the outer, prosperous suburbs] may 
be just as important for the community as 
slum clearance operations. Among other 
things they are schemes for slum pre- 
vention. Again, if one part of the com- 
bined operation of housing and planning 
is held up, this may affect the whole 
combined operation. 


New Procedures 


I come now to the question whether 
any new procedures are necessary to deal 
with our current problems; in particular, 
the problems of rehabilitation of resi- 
dential areas. I have sometimes thought 
that there is a case for new legislation 
embodying what I may call Comprehen- 
sive Rehabilitation Procedure. This 
procedure might be not much different 
from that of Comprehensive Development 
Areas procedure in the 1947 Act. The 
local planning authorities acting in col- 
laboration with other authorities might 
formulate schemes which would receive 
Ministerial blessing. The areas chosen 
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would be those which, in the opinion of 
the local authorities, should be dealt with 
by means of a combination of rehabili- 
tation and redevelopment, rather on the 
lines of the Brandon Estate. The schemes 
would provide for the removal of non- 
conforming uses at the same time as re- 
habilitation of the old dwellings and the 
building of new ones, also for the pro- 
vision of new open spaces, shops and 
other social facilities. 


It should be remembered that after the 
war the great problem facing the country 
from the planning point of view was the 
reconstruction of the blitzed cities, 
especially in their centres. That work is 
now well in hand. To-day the emphasis 
has passed from that problem to slum 
areas and to what I have called 
‘twilight’ areas as well as to the over- 
spill problem. - It is in the sphere of re- 
habilitation that I feel that a _ really 
expeditious form of procedure is lacking. 


One of the most thorny problems in 
any attempt to plan comprehensively is, 
of course, that of ownership. One possi- 
bility is for the local authority to buy all 
the land by compulsion. Another is for 
the authority to buy only where private 
owners cannot, or will not, co-operate in 
improving their properties to fit in with 
the scheme. Finally, the recent statement 
of policy by the Labour Party which re- 
lates to municipal ownership of all rent- 
controlled property must be considered. 
Clearly, if a future Labour Government 
implement such a policy, the rehabili- 
tation of residential areas will become the 
pressing responsibility of ll local 
authorities. 


Changing Functions and 
Forms of Town Centres

[HE Summer School is an opportunity 

for different breeds of planners to 
exchange their points of view. I am 
writing this paper as an architect, and I 
make no apology for taking an architect’s 
point of view on town centres. This is 
because I believe that everybody who 
takes an interest in the development of 
town centres—whether he be town clerk 
or surveyor, medical officer or engineer, 
councillor or man-in-the-street—should 
take an architect’s point of view. For 
the town centre is first and foremost (yes, 
even before drains and roads and real 
estate) an architectural problem. 


In architecture, the intimate association 
between function and form is generally 
understood today, not only by architects 
but by clients and users. The form of a: 
building—not merely its shape, but its 
character or personality—usually express 
something of its function, whether 
consciously or sub-consciously. This is 
not a new idea which emerged in the early 
‘functionalist’ period of the modern 
movement: it is an idea as old as civilisa- 
tion, as old as the art of architecture. 

I have said that in architecture the 
relation between form and function is 
understood; but I doubt if it is so well 
understood in town planning, outside our 


professional circle. Neither the practical 
effects nor the aesthetic stimuli of the 
evolving forms of urban centres seem to 
have caught the imagination of the 
public, or of most of their representatives 
who govern the development of towns. 
The lessons of history, the potentials of 
new engineering and building techniques, 
are seldom grasped. 


I am concerned here with the city 
centre—the pulsing heart of the city’s 
life-blood. And the heart of the city is 
the heart of the problem. It is little use 
to expand in suburbs and trading estates 
if the result is to cause worse congestion 
and palpitation at the heart. The centre, 
the focus of all the town’s activities, 
where everybody at some time gathers for 
one purpose or another, should represent 
all that is most worth while, most civilised 
and inspiring in town life. 

But the centres of most of our cities 
have been neglected, in spite of all the 
opportunities since the war. 


Pleasures of the Eye 


In our harassed attempts to solve the 
practical complications of development, 
we are apt to forget that one of the fore- 
most functions of a town centre is to give 
pleasure to those who live in towns. 
Among the pleasures of the eye we 
should count the contrasts between stimu- 
lating movement and secluded calm, 
between large and small, formal and 
informal enclosures; between the free 
forms of trees and the ordered geometry 
of buildings; between sun and shade, 
broad and narrow, high and low; between 
the ordinary and the theatrical. 


One of the changing functions of the 
centre is really a revival of the traditional 
one; the creation of open spaces where 
citizens may meet one another, exchange 
business or gather together on solemn or 
festive occasions: a place devoted to 
pedestrians, sheltered from the noise and 
danger of traffic. We have allowed the 
traditional precinctual character of the 
medieval church square and market place 
to be swamped by traffic, and at last the 
intolerable strain of constant noise and 
movement and traffic confusion in nearly 
all our larger towns has made us realise 
that we have lost one of the greatest 
blessings of the town centre and that we 
must use all our ingenuity to regain it. 
To do so will demand financial planning 
and investment as bold as the construc- 
tion methods for over-passes and multi- 
level planning which will have to be 
brought into play. 

How many towns in this country can 
boast of such a place—apart from those 
not yet overgrown market or cathedral 
towns where the traditional precinct is 
not over-run with traffic or swamped with 


. parked cars? 


Urban renewal is the phrase the 
Americans have for it: it has a more posi- 
tive ring than development planning, and 
it implies co-operation of public and 
private enterprise, rather than control of 
private enterprise ‘by public authority. 
We need less zoning out, more gathering 
in; less control and more design. One or 
two of our cities and larger towns can 
share with Coventry the right to talk of 
urban renewal; but for most of them 
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what is happening. is more like urban 
adjustment. 

The dispersal of the city makes new 
demands on the size of the centre, 
What we have to realise about the re- 
shaping of our existing centres is that the 
expanding city region, with its increasing 
volume of traffic and its greater. assembly 
of people, demands a new concept of the 
scale of urban design, a scale far greater 
than we can hope to achieve by present 
methods of piecemeal development on 
the old street grids. 


The increase in traffic at the centre is 
being caused not only by its increasing 
range and scale, but by the increase in 
the number of cars per head of popula- 
tion. The problem confronting us is 
more formidable than most councils are 
prepared to admit. Lack of traffic segre- 
gation at the centre is a mortal disease 
which has to be cured if the city is to 
survive. 

Changes in the use of buildings are 
mostly subtle and gradual, and do not 
have a great impact on the shape of the 
centre except possibly in the tendency to 
separate shopping zones from office 
zones and to restrict large stores to two- 
storeys. This gives architectural oppor- 
tunities for effecting a contrast between 
the low masses of the shops, with their 
intimate pedestrian enclosures, and _ the 
high masses of adjacent office buildings 
or multi-storey flats in more spacious 
settings. The Lijnbahn development of 
Rotterdam is a good example of this. 


A Main Difficulty 


One of the main difficulties in develop- 
ment planning today, and one that will 
always be with us, is the stage-by-stage 
programme. Even a new town centre 
has to be planned in stages. This expan- 
sion factor is a function of the modern 
plan. A sense of time and change, in this 
scientific age, is an extremely important 
ingredient of imaginative planning. We 
planners will fail if we are not good 
guardians of the future. 


Some of us must have a very bad con- 
science about acquiescing in patchwork 
plans which just make do for the present. 
Money expended on development in the 
city centre today is wasted if it does not 
stand a reasonable chance of solving the 
problem for a half-century—which is the 
minimum expectation of life of an office 
building. How many central area re- 
development proposals have the Ministry 
approved which they feel confident will 
do this? How many, for lack of vision, 
are likely to thwart the best attempts of 
the next generation? To what extent is 
insufficiently comprehensive planning due 
to the year-by-year financial programme 
of the local authority, or even more, to 
the piecemeal financial hand-out of the 
Ministry? Or is it in most cases our own 
failing as planners to see the writing on 
the wall? 

There ought to be an _ increasing 
demand for the landscape architect in all 
aspects of planning; in the park system 
which in every town should link together 
the various centres; in the parkway 
approaches; in the greenbelts and wedges; 
in housing schemes, and in the town 
centre. Great forest trees will be needed 
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to humanise and modify the geometrical 
forms of tall buildings, and planting will 
help to define the spaces in which free- 
standing buildings are disposed. 

Design in towns is being neglected 
where it is most needed. There is seldom 
any adequate all-round creative effort at 
urban landscaping because there is so 
seldom any adequate design collabora- 
tion—any real planning team of engin- 
eers, architects, surveyors and landscape 
architects working from the start and 
through every stage of a design problem. 
Toco often we find engineer-planner and 
architect-planner opposed, in attitudes 
and motives. We have seen what great 
things can happen when these two profes- 
sions collaborate on a complex building, 
or a bridge, or a dam, or an American 
parkway. We need this kind of collabora- 
tion desperately in the design of roads, 
and in their furnishing and landscaping; 
and most of all in tackling the whole com- 
plex problem of large-scale redevelop- 
ment of our city centres. 

A good planning team must also 
develop, with the help of its administra- 
tive partners, a good sense of public 
relations, or propaganda. Too few 
citizens knéw the extent of the possible 
in town planning. There must be positive 
co-operation, too, between the official 
architects and engineers and the private 
ones employed by promoters (the LCC 
and Coventry have pioneered in this) 
instead of so much _spirit-breaking 
negative control. Good architecture and 
civic design cannot be produced by 
regulation. 

The present adminstration of the plan- 
ning act is far too short on imagination 
when applied to central areas. The power 
of a good design in the town centre (by 
which I mean a design that is imaginative 
as well as practical) is immense; it can 
influence the toughest promoter; it can 
sway the most cautious finance commit- 
tee; above all, it can have the greatest 
influence for good on those who use it.

VW HAT am I doing up here? My place 
is down there, where it’s safe. My 
job, at gatherings like this, is to sit at 
the feet of the experts, to hang upon their 
words, and in due course to take the rap 
when one of them finds that he didn’t 
say quite what he meant to say—or finds 
that he did and wishes he hadn’t.

My business is the use of the written 
word—not for the purpose of creating 
works of literary art, but for the purpose 
of communicating information and ideas. 
That may seem a trite distinction, but its 
implications are important, and too often 
overlooked. 


Now, many of you are doubtless 
bursting to protest that ‘residential 
accommodation of a multi-storey charac- 
ter’ may include maisonettes as well as 
flats, and that a ‘comprehensive rede- 
velopment area’ is not _ necessarily 
coterminous with a slum site. Of course; 
but does it matter? There are, it is true, 
occasions—rare occasions—when pre- 
cision is justified. In a highly technical 
treatise on the calculation of housing 
needs, designed for a purely professional 
readership, one may need a term that 
comprises not only houses, flats, maison- 
ettes and the like, but also hotel and 
hostel rooms, and some such horror as 
‘accommodation unit” becomes  un- 
avoidable. But how often has that term 
been used when ‘house’ or ‘home’ 
would for all practical purposes have 
done just as well? 

One of the major difficulties in con- 
veying information and ideas through 
the written word is that words have a 
life of their own. It’s rather like Alice 
in Wonderland trying to play croquet 
with a live hedgehog for a ball and a 
live flamingo for a mallet. This difficulty 
becomes a total impossibility if we try 
to kid ourselves that the words we use are 
inert tools, constant in value, neither 
affecting nor affected by the course of 
events. We cannot begin to master their 
use until we recognize the power they 
wield over us. 


A Different Approach 


Now, so far I have been talking 
mainly about what we write for the sort 
of reader who may be presumed to have 
some interest in our subject — planners, 
members of committees, applicants for 
permission to develop, subscribers to 
serious periodicals and newspapers. But 
readers of this sort form only a tiny 
minority of the general public. To get 
at the mass of the people for whose bene- 
fit you plan—and on whose goodwill the 
success (and even the survival) of plan- 
ning depends—is a job that calls for an 
entirely different approach. But as yet 
hardly any of the responsible authorities, 
national or local, have begun to tackle it, 
and the few that have seem incapable of 
grasping the scale of the effort it requires, 
or the- fact that it is a highly specialized 
job, demanding the trained skill of a 
professional expert, backed by ‘ the 
accumulated knowledge and_ highly 
developed research facilities of a major 
industry. 

What is needed is a National Publicity 
Office, which would serve all Ministries, 
as the Stationery Office does, and whose 
research facilities and technical ‘ know- 
how ’ would also be at the service of local 
authorities and other public bodies. I do 
not, I hasten to add, mean a glorified 
Central Office of Information. If there 
were any risk of that it would be far 
better to use the commercial advertising 
agencies. It should be the first rule of the 
agency I propose that its staff should be 
forbidden to have any sort of contact 
with the news and editorial side of the 
Press. The more contact they had with 
the advertising staffs of newspapers, of 
course, the better: but I believe that 
other media, especially television, would 
often prove more effective channels for 
the kind of message they had to put over. 
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There may be some among you who 
are thinking that ‘all this may be very 
interesting, but it has nothing to do with 
us. We are not advocates, politicians, 
publicists: we are officials. Our reports 
are objective; the words we use are 
neutral words.’ 

This is the most dangerous delusion 
of all—the most pathetic of fallacies—the 
wilful self-deception of the Puritan 
ostrich. Perhaps it is a delusion of my 
own to suppose that a planner is of 
necessity an advocate: that he does not 
become a planner, as he might have be- 
come a bank clerk, because it is a respect- 
able way of earning a living, but because 
he thinks it would be a good thing if 
we did some planning, and a better thing 
if we did some good planning. Be that 
as it may, the plain fact is that the Puritan 
path simply is not open to us. 

The one thing certain about this 
writing business — and the one eternal 
truth which I hope will stick in your 
minds when you have forgotten every- 
thing else I have said to-day—is that 
there is, and can be, no such thing as a 
neutral word, any more than there can be 
any such thing as objective reporting. If 
the words you use do not interest your 
reader, they bore him. If they do not 
enlighten him, they confuse him. If they 
do not enlist his sympathy, they antago- 
nize him. 

Short of entering a _ Trappist 
monastery, we have no choice in this life 
but to come to terms with words as they 
are, with all their associations, their over- 
tones, their biases, their affinities, their 
magic; their loads of prejudice or good- 
will, discredit or prestige; their power to 
soothe, irk, charm and repel. We do not 
change these attributes by ignoring them: 
either we appreciate them, and make use 
of them to further our purpose, or we let 
them get in its way. We have no other 
choice. As Humpty Dumpty put it in 
Alice Through the Looking Glass, *‘ The 
on is, which is to be Master—that’s 
all. 


Development and the Pres- 

ervation of Sites of Historic 

and Archaeological Interest 
By M. W. BARLEY, MA, FSA 


FOR more than two centuries inter- 

ested persons have set themselves 
to record aspects of England’s past which 
survive as ruins of buildings, as field 
monuments like Stonehenge, or distur- 
bances in a piece of countryside which 
indicate ancient earthwork. 

To-day, the situation is so different 
from, say, a century ago that the problem 
of relation between survivals from the 
past and the needs of the present pro- 
vokes many difficulties. In the first place, 
there has been recently an almost em- 
barrassing growth in the popularity of 
archaeology. About 1,000 people have 
this year inquired from the Council for 
British Archaeology about excavation in 
which they might take part. Much more 
important in the long run is the tremen- 
dous improvement in the ability of the 
archaeologist to reveal and interpret the 
unwritten past. The archaeologist has at 
his disposal various national bodies,

statutory or official, formed to record and 
preserve monuments of antiquity. 

I now turn to the question of preser- 
vation. The first Ancient Monuments 
Protection Act was passed in 1882; there 
are later Acts of 1913 and 1931, amended 
in 1953. It is natural for an archaeologist 
in the next breath to refer to the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, since it 
alone can protect inhabited houses. It is 
very difficult for the ordinary public to 
distinguish between the ‘listing’ of 
houses or other buildings under the Plan- 
ning Act, and ‘scheduling’ of buildings 
(other than occupied houses and churches 
still used for religious worship) under the 
Ancient Monuments Act. 

This remark: is more than a light- 
hearted comment on the unwillingness of 
the public to comprehend the intricacies 
of legislation. This whole situation is one 
more example of the English inclination 
for dealing piecemeal with a situation as 
different aspects of it command attention, 
and it is a matter of very great regret that 
in the post-war years the dreams of 
archaeologists of a Department of 


National Antiquities were not realised. 

Mr. Barley then said that the archae- 
ologist would like to see the scheduling 
of ancient monuments proceed much 
further and he spoke about the conse- 
quences of intensified agriculture, the 
threats) from opencast coal mining, 
quarrying, and sand and gravel working, 
and the problems of the archaeologist in 
urban surroundings, particularly in 
excavation and preserving buildings of 
historic interest. 

He continued: ‘Close and friendly co- 
operation between planning officers, the 
staffs of Agricultural Executive Com- 
mittees and local archaeologists has 
already preserved many items from the 
heritage of our prehistoric as well as our 
historic past. I am well aware that plan- 
ning officers have not regarded them- 
selves as bound by the official limitations 
of their functions. It is essential that 
instances of co-operation should , be 
multiplied. Only an even closer con- 
sultation and a deeper sympathy for the 
wishes of archaeologists will serve to 
offset the increasing pace of destruction.’ 





Painting the Exterior of Timber Houses 
By JOHN DUNCAN 


HE attention now being paid to the 
benefits which may result from 
building houses with a much greater 
timber content than present types calls 
for some study of exterior wood finishes. 
First, a word or two on the theory of 
paint adherence to wood. It has been 
authoritatively shown that paint adheres 
to wood by surface bond, not by pene- 
trative bond. In mixing paint, therefore, 
any action which is intended to make the 
paint penetrate the wood is largely super- 
fluous. For example, turpentine is often 
added to the priming coat to ‘cut 
through the resin.’ It is perfectly true 
that the turpentine dissolves the surface 
resin and then enters the wood cells, but 
it does not take the pigment with it. 
When the turpentine eventually evapo- 
rates it leaves an inelastic, unbalanced 
coat which may be subject to early dis- 
integration. 

Not all woods can be easily painted. 
Some are abundantly supplied with pitch 
and resin, which act as repellents, especi- 
ally when they are exuded in summer 
heat. One of the virtues of good housing 
woods is that they contain the very mini- 
mum of resinous matter—for example, 
the two noted British Columbia timbers, 
Pacific coast hemlock and western red 
cedar. 


Seasoning 


All wood should be properly seasoned 
before being painted. Moisture acts as 
a film between the paint and the surface 
of the wood, and if the first coat is ap- 
plied to green timber there is a poor 
bond. If dry wood is to be used in places 
where it is liable to absorb excessive 
moisture, it is a good idea to give it a 
priming coat before use. 

Houseowners often ask why they 
should paint exterior wood at all. The 
natural surfaces are so attractive that 
there is a strong temptation to leave them 
in that state as long as possible. 


Much depends on atmospheric condi- 
tions. The silver-grey, weathered colour 
of certain woods is indeed attractive. 
tones well with the countryside, and in 
rural areas where there is practically no 
air pollution the wood is unlikely to de- 
teriorate. In urban conditions, however, 
a protective coat is advisable, even 
though the woed used may be one of 
the more durable types. 

The least practical of outdoor finishes 
is varnish. It does not last as long as 
an oil-based paint or stain, and while the 
finish has undoubted attractions, it is in- 
advisable to use it unless the householder 
is prepared to revarnish every year or so. 
Linseed oil, an equally pleasing finish, 
is also likely to have a limited life. To 
some extent the durability of the coating 
depends on exposure to the elements. 

Staining 

A more economical means of retaining 
the natural markings of the wood is to 
use a good pigmented stain. It should 
be creosote—or oil based. Here again 
the term of life depends on the exposure 
to elements and pollution, but it is likely 
that the average coat will last at least 
four or five years. Staining is generally 
a two-coat job, and attractive surfaces 
can be produced by selecting stains that 
blend with the natural colour of the 
wood. The popularity of stains in North 
America is growing because they are 
easy to apply and maintain. It is under- 
stood that one of the stains used exten- 
sively in Canada is to be manufactured 
under licence in this country. 

All in all, painting is generally found 
to have the widest appeal. Although the 
natural markings of the wood are 
obscured, there are compensating colour 
effects, especially when the colours are 
repeated or varied on the neighbouring 
houses of a small, rural estate. 

A coat of paint should be elastic, to 
expand and contract with the wood. If 
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a thinner is used at all, it must be used 
sparingly. A drier should be used only 
if. there is no alternative. Quick drying 
tends to make the coat brittle and in- 
capable of expansion without cracking. 
The paint will cover two different timber 
textures in the same plank—the spring- 
wood and the harder summerwood. The- 
denser summer growth does not oifer 
such easy surface adherence, and eias- 
ticity in the paint film eliminates crack- 
ing in that part which is not so well 
bonded to the wood surface. 
The Priming Coat 

The priming coat is generally held to 
be the key to a successful paint job. 
Variation is desirable in the mixing 
formula, in accordance with the charac- 
teristics of the wood. As examples, con- 
sider the two timbers already mentioned, 
Pacific coast hemlock and western red 
cedar. The cedar is the more absorbent 
of oil and therefore more oil is needed 
in the primer. In Pacific coast hemlock 
there is a more marked contrast between 
the softer spring and the harder summer- 
wood, and a tough, thick and flexible 
priming coat is called for to hold to the 
springwood and span the summerwood. 

A safe guide in determining if a 
mixture of oil and pigment is in correct 
proportion is to make sure that there 
is no ‘lap’ when a new stretch joins 
one just coated. If there is, it means that 
there is insufficient oil or too much thin- 
ner or drier. A well-proportioned mix- 
ture should allow the painter to go from 
one stretch to the next without leaving 
behind a series of streaks where the 
stretches join. . 

Priming coats should be allowed to dry 
slowly, so as to have a harder surface 
than the undercoat, which in turn should 
be harder than the finishing coat. 

The most knowledgeable painting con- 
tractors do not favour the use of thinners 
or driers for exterior work. Thinners are 
held to achieve little but a poorer paint 
job, and the only time they may be used 
without objection is when paint has be- 
come abnormally thick from standing. 
Thorough brushing is recommended in- 
Stead to thin out paint on_ the 
surface. The objection to driers is. 
that they dry paint from the out- 
side inwards, which conflicts with the 
natural tendency of the linseed oil base 
to dry from inside outwards. 

Nothing that has been said above 
should be construed as offering any ob- 
jection to the use of ready-mixed paints. 
But it should be borne in mind that a 
mixed paint is prepared for all markets 
and all species of woods, and therefore 
strikes an average. In large-scale work it 
may have to be modified in accordance 
with the material to be painted. 

There are considerable technical data 
available which do not come within the 
scope of this short study. Such data con- 
cern the treatment of knots and nail- 
holes, the composition of mixtures, the 
production of lustre, the avoidance of 
cracking and peeling and so on. There 
is, at any rate, enough soundly based in- 
formation available to furnish any good

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SOUND INSULATION OF DWELLINGS

INTRODUCTION 


Digests Nos. 2, 15 and 19 dealing with the 
sound insulation of walls and floors were 
issued as long ago as 1949 and 1950. Since 
then the Station has made many measure- 
ments of sound transmission in houses and 
flats; the knowledge thereby gained has led 
to a revision of former assumptions and of 
the recommendations that followed from 
them. 

It was formerly assumed that one figure, 
an average for the whole audible frequency 
range, was an adequate criterion for defin- 
ing standards of sound insulation between 
dwellings. Investigation has revealed 
that this is not so. Once insulation is 
adequate over part of the range, further 
insulation over that part will not offset 
any deficiency in insulation over another 
part of the range, although of course it will 
increase the average sound insulation 
figure for the whole range. Thus a con- 
tinuing annoyance at one end of the range 
can nullify an improvement at the other. 
A new system of classification has therefore 
been introduced, which specifies the mini- 
mum insulation at all frequencies; a 
spectrum is used for reference, instead of a 
single figure. 

Consequent changes in practical recom- 
mendations concern mainly party walls 
between houses and the methods of pugging 
wood-joist floors. 


Both the 9 in. solid wall and the 11 in. 
cavity wall give better insulation at the 
higher than at the lower frequencies; the 
9 in. solid wall is in fact satisfactory at high 
frequencies, but improvement at low fre- 
quencies would be an advantage. 

The superiority of the 11 in. cavity 
wall over the 9 in. solid wall, how- 
ever, is at high frequencies only. There is 
no consistent difference between the two at 
low frequencies, which is where improve- 
ment is needed; therefore the better insula- 
tion of the cavity wall at high frequencies 
offers no sensible advantage, and there is 
no basis for recommending it in preference 
to a 9 in. solid wall between houses. 


The work on wood-joist floors has shown 
that puggings are more effective when rest- 
ing on the ceiling than on separate pugging 
boards, and also that the insulation of all 
but the heaviest wood-joist floors is con- 
siderably affected by the thickness of the 
walls—so much so that it is necessary to 
give a different value of insulation, for the 
same wood-joist floor depending on 
whether it is supported by thin or by thick 
walls. The work on concrete floors has 
not resulted in any significant modification 
of previous recommendations. The use- 
fulness of the floating floor for improving 


the sound insulation of both concrete 
floors and wood-joist floors has been 
confirmed by all recent work. Fuller 
information on various aspects of the work 
outlined in this Digest will be published 
later by HM Stationery Office in the 
National Building Studies series. 


The present Digest and the one that 
follows supersede the three earlier Digests 
mentioned. Part I of this Digest discusses 
briefly the problem of sound insulation in 
dwellings and defines grades of insulation; 
Part II deals with the construction of 
party walls for sound insulation. The 
next Digest will be concerned with the 
sound insulation of floors. 


PART I. GRADES OF 
INSULATION 


Families vary in how much noise they 
make and in how much noise from next 
door they can tolerate, so it is difficult 
to lay down any single hard-and-fast 
standard of sound insulation for dwellings. 
It might be thought that one answer would 
be to make the insulation between dwell- 
ings so high that nothing at all could be 
heard of the neighbours through the walls 
or floors, but this is quite impracticable, 
and in any case many housewives like to 
hear a /ittle noise from next door. 


It follows therefore that some attempt 
should be made to provide sound insulation 
according to the reasonable needs of differ- 
ent people, though obviously it is not 
practicable to satisfy every individual. A 
judgment is always necessary as to the 
economic standard of sound insulation for 
a particular scheme or group of dwellings. 
Recent social surveys on noise in dwellings 
have provided useful data on which judg- 
ments can be based, and these surveys 
coupled with the many field measurements 
made by the Station have enabled a system 
of grading of the sound insulation for 
houses and flats to be established. The 
different grades can be broadly described as 
follows, all evaluations being in terms of 
the amount of disturbance by neighbours’ 
noise of tenants of local authority housing 
estates. 


Houses 


House party-wall grade. This grade is 
based on the performance of the 9 in. brick 
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Fig. 1. Grade curves for airborne 
sound insulation. 
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party wall and no economic alternative 
to it appears to be feasible at present for 
semi-detached and terrace houses. With 
this grade the noise from neighbours is 
reduced to a level that is acceptable to the 
majority; a lower standard certainly could 
not be justified on present evidence. A 
higher degree of insulation remains a 
desirable aim but is not yet generally 
practicable by known simple and economic 
methods. For example, an 18 in. brick ~ 
wall might give a gain of only 5 dB over a 
9 in. wall at all frequencies but the gain 
may in fact be less because of flanking trans- 
mission (i.e., transmission along surround- 
ing parts of the structure such as side walls 
or floors). With a 134 in. brick wall the 
corresponding gain would be only about 
3 dB. Other possible ways of increasing 
the sound insulation of party walls are 
still under investigation. 


Flats 


Grade I. This is the highest insulation 
that is practicable at the present time for 
flats. It is based on the performance of a 
concrete floor construction with a floating 
floor, which gives the best floor insulation 
obtainable by normal structural methods. 
Noise from the neighbours causes only 
minor disturbance; it is no more of a 
nuisance than other disadvantages which 
tenants may associate with living in flats. 

Grade II. With this degree of insulation 
the neighbours’ noise is considered by 
many of the tenants to be the worst thing 
about living in the flats, but even so at least 
half the tenants are not seriously disturbed. 

Worse than Grade II. If the insulation 
between flats is as low as 8 dB worse than 
Grade II, then noise from the neighbours. 
is often found to be intolerable and is very 
likely to lead to serious complaints by the 
tenants. With better insulation than ‘8 
dB worse than Grade II’ the likelihood of 
serious complaint decreases gradually, but 
when there are also other reasons for dis- 
satisfaction serious complaints about noise 
may occur at any insulation that is worse 
than Grade II. 


The levels of airborne and impact sound 
insulation respectively that are required to: 
satisfy the grade for houses and Grades I 
and II for flats are given in Figs. 1 and 2. 
To qualify for a particular grading the 
insulation should be not less than the value 
shown at each frequency. Wall con- 
structions are required to meet the grade 
for airborne sound only; floor construc- 
tions, in order to be classified under a 
particular grade, must satisfy that grade for 
both airborne and impact sound insulation. 
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Fig. 2. Grade curves for impact 
sound insulation.

PART II. WALL 
CONSTRUCTIONS 


The insulation gradings of various 
common forms of wall construction are 
shown in Table I. The values given are 
based on the assumption that the remainder 
of the construction is. of a traditional type, 
with all structural elements firmly bonded 
together. With non-traditional construc- 
tion (such as light-framed construction 
with claddings and linings) the insulation 
may be different because of differences in 
the amount of flanking transmission. 
These systems must each be considered 
separately. 


Party Walls in Houses 


(a) 9-in. brick. From the sound insula- 
tion standpoint the simplest and most 
reliable construction for party walls be- 
tween semi-detached and terrace houses is 
the 9-in. solid brick wall plastered both 
sides. This construction, as already stated, 
is the basis of the grade for party walls 
in houses, in relation to which any other 
proposed party wall construction should 
be judged. 

(b) Solid concrete. Any solid party wall 
of concrete or other material plastered 
both sides having the same’ superficial 
weight as a 9in. brick wall (i.e. not less 
than 90lb. per sq. ft.) will meet the 
standard for houses. If ordinary dense 
-concrete is used, either in situ or in blocks, 
the thickness required is about 7in. If 
the concrete is of an open texture, e.g. 
“* no-fines ’’ concrete, or most lightweight 
concretes, it is important that the plastering 
should not be omitted from any part of 
the surface and that any flues from fire- 
places, etc., should be lined or rendered 
so as to seal off all air-paths through the 
porous material. The attempt to seal 
porous concrete walls with linings of wall- 
board on battens in lieu of plastering is 
not recommended, as this construction 
has usually proved to be unsatisfactory 
for sound insulation (see Fig. 3). Another 
-construction that should be avoided is 
-dense concrete cast in permanent shuttering 
of wood-wool slabs, with the surface of 
the wood-wool plastered. The separation 
of the plaster from the concrete by a 


layer of wood-wool rigidly bonded to both 
materials has been found to cause loss of 
insulation at an important part of the 
frequency range. 


(c) 11 in. cavity brick. This construction 
was recommended in the past for party 
walls on the basis of the higher single 
average insulation figure but, as already 
stated, all available evidence shows that 
it has no sensible advantage over the 9 in. 
solid wall. If a cavity wall is used it is 
important to ensure a cavity not less than 
2in. wide and to use wire ties of the 
butterfly pattern, otherwise a lower insula- 
tion will be obtained. 


(d) Other cavity walls. Other materials 
(such as natural stone, concrete blocks or 
in situ concrete) may be used for the leaves 
of a cavity wall instead of brick so long as 
the wall is plastered and the superficial 
weight of the wall remains the same, 
namely, not less than 90 Ib. per sq. ft. 
If, however, a lightweight (porous) con- 
crete is used, the weight of the wall can be 
reduced to 50 lb. per sq. ft. provided the 
cavity is increased to 3 in. or more. In all 
cases the requirements already stated 
regarding plastering and the use of wall- 
ties must be met. 


Party Walls in Flats 


The highest grade (Grade I) recom- 
mended for party walls in flats is a little less 
stringent than that recommended for 
houses. Therefore any of the wall con- 
structions already described as suitable for 
houses (9-in. brick, 11-in. cavity brick, 
etc.) will be equally suitable for flats. 
These and various other constructions are 


Lining on battens 
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listed in Table I, with the insulation grading 
they achieve in "flats. 

Any of the constructions mentioned may 
be built as panels within the bays of norma] 
heavy steel-framed or reinforced concrete- 
framed buildings without affecting the 
insulation grading, provided the connec- 
tion between the frame member and the 
wall panel is both air-tight and rigid by 
sealing it with mortar. The practice of 
inserting strips of non-rigid material (such 
as cork or felt) round the edges of the panel 
to separate it from the frame is not recom- 
mended; in certain special constructions 
such strips can be designed to improve the 
insulation but in general they are likely to 
reduce the insulation. In_ particular, 
horizontal resilient membranes _ alone 
inserted in the walls at floor levels—usually 
with the object of reducing the flanking 
transmission up and down the walls—are 
of no value for the purpose and are best 
omitted. 

The remarks already made in the section 
dealing with party walls in houses about the 
need to seal air-paths through porous 
concrete by plastering the faces apply 
equally of course to walls in flats. 


PART III. CONCRETE 
FLOORS 


The basis of assessment of sound insula- 
tion in houses and flats—the grading 
system—has been described in Part I of 
Digest No. 88 and the construction of 
party walls to meet the different grades was 
also discussed therein. The sound-insu- 
lation gradings of concrete floors will now 
be considered. 

Various types of concrete floor con- 
struction are listed in Table 2 with the 
insulation grading each is likely to give in 
practice. The basic construction of the 
concrete floor slab is assumed to be either 
a solid reinforced concrete slab not less 
than 4 in. thick, or a slab formed with 
hollow concrete beams or with concrete 
beams and hollow clay infilling blocks, 
with an average total weight of the floor 
of not less than 45 lb. per sq. ft. The 
gradings apply also to concrete floors of 
the trough-soffit type with a flat board 
or plaster ceiling underneath provided they 
have the stipulated weight. 

It will be seen from Table 2 that it is 
possible to obtain Grade I or Grade II 
insulation by the following methods of 
construction :— 

Grade I (see also Fig. 4). 

(a) Concrete floor with a floating con- 

crete screed. 

(b) a floor with a floating wood 
rait 

(c) Concrete floor with suspended ‘ceil- 
ing and a soft floor finish or covering. 

(d) Concrete floor with 2 in. lightweight 
screed with a dense topping and a 
soft floor finish or covering. 

(e) Heavy concrete floor (6 in.-7 in. solid 
slab) with a soft floor finish or cover- 
ing. 

Grade II. 

(f) Concrete floor with a soft floor 
finish or covering. 

The essential points in the construction 

of each of these methods will now be con- 
sidered in more detail.

Floating Floors 


Wood-raft floating floors (on 
concrete). The wood-raft 
floating floor consists simply 
of floor boarding nailed to 
battens to form a raft which 
rests on a resilient quilt laid 
over the structural floor slab. 
The battens must not be fixed 
in any way to the slab. For 
structural reasons the floor 
boards should preferably be 
tongued and grooved and not 
less than 4 in. thick. The 
' battens, which are usually 
spaced at 16 in. centres, 
should be 1} or 2 in. deep and 
not less than 2 in. wide. The 
resilient layer is a very im- 
portant feature of the floating 
floor and only the most suit- 
able materials should be used. 
Glass wool and mineral wool 
are in most common use for 
resilient layers ; quilts of the 
long-fibre type have been 
found the most satisfactory. 
Other materials are sometimes 
suggested and are occasionally 
used, but at present none is 
known of comparable cost 
that appears to have such 
generally suitable properties as

the glass-wool and mineral-wool quilts. A 
nominal quilt thickness of 1 in. at a density 
of 5-6 Ib. per cu. ft. is recommended; it 
compresses to about # in. under the battens 
of a wood-raft floor. Thicker quilts give 
better insulation but they may allow too 
much movement of the floating floor. 
Bitumen-bonded mats are the cheapest 
form of glass-wool or mineral-wool quilt 


and they are sometimes used on this 
account, but paper-covered plain wool 
quilts are preferred because of their better 
performance for impact sound insulation 
and because they are less susceptible to 
damage from the slight rocking movement 
of the raft battens when the floor is walked 
on. Most resilient quilts are obtained in 
rolls 3 ft. wide. They should be laid with

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the edges closely butted but not overlap. 
ping. The quilt should normally be turned 
up a little against the surrounding walls asa 
means of separating the floating floor from 
the walls; this separation is important, 
The skirting should not be fixed to the 
floor but only to the walls. 

Softwood is generally used for floating 
floors in dwellings; if hardwood is used 
special precautions are necessary because 
hardwood is usually supplied kiln-dried to — 
a low moisture content. If this moisture 
content is lower than it will subsequently 
be when the building is completed anc in 
use, the wood will swell as it takes up 
moisture and the floating raft, being un- | 
restrained, will buckle. Therefore when 
using hardwood for floating rafts it is 
desirable to construct the raft with the 
hardwood at a higher moisture content 
than that at which it is usually supplied, 
and, if possible, types of hardwood with 
a comparatively low moisture movement 
should be used. 

Concrete-screed floating floors. This | 
type of floating floor consists of a layer 
of concrete not less than 14 in. thick 
(2 in, thick or more is better) resting on a 
resilient quilt laid over the structural floor 
slab and turned up against the surrounding 
walls at all edges. As with wood-raft 
floating floors the resilient quilt is usually 
of glass wool or mineral wool, of 1 in. 
nominal thickness at a density of 5-6 lb. 
per cu. ft. The quilt compresses to $-}in. 
under the load of a floating screed. Paper- 
covered quilts of plain wool give better 
insulation than bitumen-bonded mats; 
nevertheless, the latter have been exten- 
sively used under floating concrete screeds. 
because they are cheaper, and in many 
instances they have proved satisfactory. 
It is necessary to provide a layer of water- 


- proof building paper over the quilt to 


prevent wet concrete running through it. 
If the quilt is supplied with its own covering 
of waterproof paper, it may be sufficient to 
provide extra waterproof paper in narrow 
strips (say 6 in. wide) covering the joints 
in the quilting only. It is usual to provide 
wire-mesh reinforcement (e.g., # in.-2 in. 
mesh chicken wire) for the floating screed, 
and this is normally laid directly on to the 
waterproof paper. Apart from reducing 
the risk of cracking of the floating screed, 
the wire netting protects the building paper 
and the resilient quilt from mechanical 
damage during the operation of placing the 
concrete; any such damage might well 
result in the concrete making direct con- 
tact with the structural slab, which would 
spoil the insulation of the floating floor. 
A suitable mix for the concrete screed is. 
1:2:4, cement: sand: gravel aggregate, 
9 an aggregate size of not more than 

in. 
Concrete-screed floating floors may not 
be suitable for rooms larger than about 
150 sq. ft., or 200 sq. ft. at most, or with a 
greater dimension than 15-20 ft. This is 
because a slight “‘ dishing” or curling up 
at the corners invariably occurs with float- 
ing floors, owing to quicker drying out 
at the top surface than at the bottom and 
the lack of bond with the sub-floor. This. 
curling is not noticeable in small rooms, 
but in rooms of larger dimensions than 
those given the risk of cracking from dry- 
ing shrinkage makes it necessary to sub- 
divide the floating screed into bays, and

Floor Finishes and Coverings 


{n present-day flats, hard floor finishes, 
such as thermoplastic tiles, pitchmastic, 
etc., are commonly used. Finishes of this 
type make virtually no contribution to the 
sound insulation of a floor. Ordinarily, 
no floor finish adds anything to the air- 
borne sound insulation, but the impact 
sound insulation can be considerably 
improved by means of a finish that is 
sufficiently soft or resilient. Thus it is 
possible to raise most floors up to Grade I 
fer Impact insulation only, simply by 
aiding a finish or covering that is soft 
enough. Thick fitted carpet or underfelt, 
for instance, will nearly always give 
(-rade I impact insulation. If therefore a 
plain concrete floor that is heavy enough 
io have an airborne sound insulation of 
(,rade I, say 6 in.-7 in. reinforced concrete, 
is fitted with a carpet, an overall insulation 
of Grade lis achieved. Other floor finishes 
«iving Grade I impact insulation when 
applied to a plain concrete floor include 
iubber flooring on a sponge-rubber under- 
lay or cork tiles #-3 in. thick. A floor 
imish on cencrete of ; in.—} in. cork tiles 
or } in. linoleum or soft rubber would be 
expected to give Grade II impact insulation, 
so that any normal concrete floor with a 
fioor finish of this type would have an 
overall sound insulation of Grade II. 


Partitions on Floating Floors 


Partitions (apart from such short lengths 
as the sides of cupboards) should not be 
built on top of floating floors, which should 
be self-contained within each room. Build- 
ing the partitions on floating floors may 
overload the resilient quilt and reduce its 
insulating properties; moreover the move- 
ment of the floating floor may cause 
cracking of the partitions. 


Pipes and Conduits in Floating 
Floors 


It is often necessary for services such as 
electric conduits, gas and water-pipes, etc., 
to traverse a concrete floor. Whenever 
possible these pipes should be accommo- 
dated within the thickness of the floor 
slab or the levelling screed, but sometimes 
they have to be laid on top of the slab 
and contained within the depth of a floating 
floor. This is more likely to occur with 
a floating concrete screed. A floating 
wood raft requires a very level surface 
as a base and therefore, as a rule, calls 
for a_ levelling screed—in which the 
pipes can be embedded. However, pipes 
or conduits need not cause trouble with a 
floating screed provided (a) they do not 
extend more than about an inch above the 
base, (b) they are properly fixed so as not 
to move whilst the floating floor is being 
laid and (c) they are haunched up with 
mortar on each side to give continuous 
support to the resilient. quilt. When 
two pipes cross, one of them should be 
sunk into the base slab. The resilient quitt 
should be carried right over the pipes. If 
« wood-raft floating floor is being used and 
te pipes have to be laid above the slab, 
ihe pipes can of course be readily accom- 
modated parallel to and between the raft 





battens, but in the other direction the 
battens will have to be notched over them; 
the battens must be thick enough to allow 
for notching. 


Lightweight Concrete Screeds 


A limited amount of experience has been 
obtained with lightweight concrete sand- 
wiched between the floor finish and the 
structural floor slab without a resilient 
quilt. In many instances this construction 
has given Grade I airborne sound insula- 
tion, but the impact insulation is usually 
no better than that of a concrete floor 
with the same floor finish. A resilient 
floor finish such as one of those already 
described is therefore necessary in addition 
to a lightweight concrete screed in order to 
give the floor an insulation rating of Grade 
I overall. The method is therefore com- 
parable for sound insulation to the use of a 
heavy concrete floor (6 in.-7in. reinforced 
concrete) but there is of course a saving in 
weight. It has not yet been possible to 
investigate fully all the details of the con- 
struction, but the essential requirements 
would appear to be as follows: 


(a) The density of the lightweight screed 
should be not more than 70 Ib. per 
cu. ft. 


(b) The thickness of the lightweight 
screed should be not less than 2 in. 

(c) An impervious or airtight layer 
should be provided above the light- 
weight screed. 


The provision of an airtight layer sealing 
the top of the lightweight screed appears to 
be important. A dense concrete topping 
is often required above a lightweight screed 
to ensure a satisfactory base for the floor 
finish, and this topping (which should be 
additional to the 2 in. minimum thickness 
of the lightweight screed itself) has been 
found to provide the necessary seal for the 
screed. Wood boards nailed direct to the 
lightweight screed are not a satisfactory 
solution, presumably because they are not 
sufficiently airtight, even when tongued 
and grooved. 


It is not yet known whether some types 
of lightweight concrete screed are better 
than others, assuming that the density 
requirements are met. The strength of the 
screed must, however, be sufficient to 
restrain the tendency of the dense tapping 
to curl and hence to crack under load; 
very light aerated or vermiculite concrete 
are, therefore, unsuitable. 


Suspended Ceilings 


Suspended ceilings are chiefly of benefit 
against airborne sound and are comparable 
with lightweight screeds in that they can be 
used to raise the sound insulation of a 
normal concrete floor up to Grade I, 
provided a soft floor finish is also used to 
give the necessary improvement in impact 
insulation. Not all the suspended ceilings 
that have been measured have given a 
satisfactory improvement of sound insu- 
lation, and the requirements for a success- 
ful system of construction are not all 
known precisely ; but the following features 
would appear to be of importance: 

(a) The ceiling membrane should be 


moderately heavy, say not less than 
5 Ib. per sq. ft. 
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(b) The membranc should not be too 
rigid. 

(c) The ceiling should be essentially air- 
tight so as to eliminate direct sound 
penetration via air-paths, such as 
would occur with open-textured 
materials or with open joints. 

(d) The points of suspension from the 
floor structure should be as few and 
as flexible as possible. 


In spite of their usefulness for sound 
absorption, ceilings of soft insulating 
fibreboard alone are not recommended for 
sound insulation because of their light 
weight and porous nature. Plastering on 
expanded metal or on ceiling boards, 
provided the total weight. is not less than 
the 5 lb. per sq. ft. mentioned above, and 
provided the whole membrane is supported 
by light hangers, is usually satisfactory. 
The air space above the ceiling may range 
in depth from | in. to 12 in. or more— 
the deeper the better. The floor finish 
required to raise the impact insulation to 
Grade I and therefore to make the floor 
Grade I overall is the same as those al- 
ready described for heavy plain floors and 
for floors with lightweight screeds, namely 
cork tiles ~;—3 in. thick, rubber on sponge 
rubber underlay, or thick carpeting. 


PART IV. WOOD-JOIST 
FLOORS 


The sound insulation of wood-joist 
floors is influenced by a factor that is not 
present to the same extent when concrete 
floors are used, namely a variation of the 
amount of indirect or flanking sound trans- 
mitted via the walls. Flanking trans- 
mission always has some effect on the 
overall insulation, but if the sound energy 
passing up or down the walls is greater 
than the energy passing through the floor, 
then the walls and not the floor will actually 
control the sound insulation between the 
rooms. Once the floor has been given 
enough insulation to ensure that the 
amount of sound transmitted through it is 
no more than that going down the walls, 
then further treatment of the floor will be 
of little value for sound insulation unless 
the amount of sound transmitted via the 
walls can be reduced correspondingly. 
This means reducing the vibration of the 
wall. The only known practical ways of 
doing this are either: 

(a) to make the walls thicker, 
or (b) to make the floors heavy enough and 

stiff enough laterally to restrain 

vibration of the walls. 
The restraint of the walls described in (5) 
is automatically performed by concrete 
floors but not by ordinary wood-joist 
floors. One wood-joist floor construction 
is described later which does in fact restrain 
thin walls sufficiently, making them as 
resistant to sound transmission as much 
thicker walls that are not similarly re- 
strained. But most other wood-joist floors 
have little effect in stiffening the walls and 
the maximum net sound insulation is then 
dependent on the thickness of the walls, 
even though the floor may have potentially 
higher insulation. Therefore in giving 
insulation values for wood-joist floors it is 
necessary to specify the wall system also. 
This has been done in Table 3, which gives 
the sound-insulation grading of a number 
of types of wood-joist floor construction,

\Vood-joist Floors with Thick 


Walls 


When the walls are thick (i.e., at least 
two of the walls below the floor are not 
less than 9 in. brick) it is possible to use a 
lighter form of wood-joist floor construc- 
tion than the heavy one just described 
wi‘ out falling below Grade II insulation— 
thcugh the heavier construction is still to 
be preferred because with thick walls it 
can be relied on to give Grade I insulation 
wiereas the lighter floor cannot. In the 
ligter form of construction the floating 
flcor remains an essential feature but the 
pugging is reduced to a weight of not less 
th:n 3 Ib. per sq. ft.; the ceiling supporting 
it can therefore be of plasterboard with a 
single-coat plaster finish. It is even more 
important than before that the pugging 
should be supported direct on the ceiling 
ard not independently. Wire netting 
se»arately stapled to the joists is sometimes 
inserted above the ceiling to retain the 
plugging in position in order to ensure that 
the floor attains a full half-hour fire 
re.istance. This netting must not prevent 
the pugging from bearing fully on the ceil- 
ing. Alternatively, the same fire resistance 
can be achieved by increasing the plaster 
firish on the plasterboard ceiling to } in. 
thickness. The pugging material normally 
recommended is high-density slag wool 
(12-14 Ib. per cu. ft.), 3 in. thickness being 
required to give the minimum weight of 
3 lb. per sq. ft. Other pugging materials 
can be employed instead, provided they are 
of loose wool or granular type and the 
thickness used is sufficient to give the 
stipulated weight of 3 lb. per sq. ft.; 
very lightweight materials such as glass 
wool or exfoliated vermiculite are not 
Suitable. 


Floating Floors for Wood-joist 
Floors 


The floating floor consists of floor- 
boarding nailed to battens to form a raft, 
which rests on a resilient quilt draped over 
the joists. The raft must not be nailed 
down to the joists at any point and it 
must be isolated from the surrounding 
walls, either by turning up the resilient 
quilt at the edges (which is the better 
Practice) or by leaving a gap round the 
edges to be covered by the skirting. The 
floorboards should not be less than { in. 
thick, preferably tongued and grooved. 
The battens should be 2 in. wide and at 
least 1 in. deep, preferably 1} in. or 2 in. 
deep. They should be parallel with the 
jo:sts because battens that cross the joists 
Provide too small a bearing area and over- 
load the resilient quilt; the whole area of 
the top edges of the joists should share the 
loads transmitted from the floating raft. 

There are two common methods of con- 
Structing the raft; one is to place the battens 
ol: the quilt along the top of each joist and 
to nail down the boards to the battens 
in the normal way,.as shown in Fig. 5; 
thc other method is to prefabricate the 
fa:' in sepatate panels as long as the room 
anc 2-3 ft. wide, with the battens across 











the paneis positioned so that they will lie 
between the joists when the panels are 
placed in position; the battens should 
project a few inches beyond the sides of 
the panels in order that the panels can 
be screwed together to form a complete 
raft; this type of raft is shown in Fig. 6. 

Because the flooring is not nailed down 
to the joists, particular care must be taken 
to level up joists that are to carry a floating 
floor; in particular, end joists must not be 
lower than the others as this produces a 
tendency for the floating raft to tip and 
for furniture next to the walls to rock. 


Resilient Layers 


The requirements regarding resilient 
quilts for floating wood-joist floors are no 
different from those already described for 
concrete floors. Again, glass-wool and 
mineral-wool quilts are preferred and they 
should have a nominal thickness of 1 in., 
with a density of 5-6 Ib. per cu. ft., giving 
a weight of about 4 Ib. per sq. ft. exclusive 
of the paper covering. It is good practice 
to turn up the quilt all round the edges 
against the walls, though this is not essen- 
tial if the floating floor does not touch 
the walls; the gap is normally covered by 
a skirting fixed to the wall only. 


Partitions on Floating Floors 


_It has become a practice in some methods 
of construction, particularly for two-storey 
dwellings, to build the internal partition 
walls up to first-floor level only and then to 
construct the wood-joist floor continu- 
ously over the whole area of the dwelling, 
building the upper partitions on top of the 
floorboards. This practice has sometimes 
been adopted even when there is a floating 
floor so that partitions are then carried on 
the floating floor; the method is not recom- 
mended in these circumstances. Parti- 
tions should be supported either on the 
partitions below or on the floor joists, 
the floating floor being constructed as a 
separate independent raft within the con- 
fines of each room. 


Note on Suspended Ceilings 

An independent ceiling is not normally 
recommended as a means of improving 
thesound insulation of a wood-joist floor, 
because it is not very effective for the pur- 
pose. When used in addition to a floating 
floor and pugging, a suspended cefling 
produces little further improvement. Used 
alone, say for improving the sound insula- 
tion of an existing wood-joist floor, a sus- 
pended ceiling to be of much value needs 
to be so heavy that it might not be practic- 
able to construct it. It is true that the 
airborne insulation at high frequencies 
could be improved by a comparatively 
light suspended ceiling, but wood-joist 
floors are mainly deficient in sound insula- 
tion at the lower frequencies and more 
weight is generally required to remedy this 
deficiency. Suspended ceilings are not of 
much benefit for impact insulation. If 
a floating floor is being built it is usually 
a simple matter to pug the ceiling, and 
nothing worth-while is then gained by 
adding a suspended ceiling. If however 
an: existing floor cannot be disturbed and 
carpeting or some other soft floor covering 
is being added -to’’give improved impact 
insulation, then, the, addition of a heavy 
suspended ceiling also may give a moderate 
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improvement of the airborne sound 
insulation; but such a floor is unlikely to 
approach Grade II for airborne sound 
insulation unless the walls are thick.

BUILDING CONSTRUCTION AND DRAWING. I. 
ELEMENTARY Course. By G. Mitchell and 
A. M. Mitchell; revised by F. Kerr, E. W. 
Talbot and D. Nield. 22nd edition. Pp. 
648. Illustrated. (London: B. T. Bats- 
ford, Ltd.). Price 8s. 


INCE the first edition of this book 
appeared in 1888, between three and 
four hundred thousand copies have been 
sold. No wonder that, when any student of 
architecture or building speaks of it, he 
refers to it simply as ‘ Mitchell,’ that is 
indeed. The publishers announce 
that the ‘Advanced Course’ also is under 
revision for a new edition (this time in two 
volumes) by the same three editors whose 
names appear above. 

The ‘ Elementary Course’ has been re- 
vised out of all recognition during the 68 
years of its history, and is now a most useful 
and up-to-date work, covering a field which 
is. in fact, far from ‘elementary,’ so that 
one wonders if current examination 
syllabuses will require so high a standard of 
learning among ‘elementary’ students. 
When the 20th edition was published in 1950 
the revision was very drastic. The text was 
considerably amplified and brought into 
line with current practice; and the illustra- 
tions were modernised, and increased in 
number. The 21st edition (1953), naturally, 
needed and received less alteration; and now 
in this 22nd edition, although sundry minor 
revisions have been made (e.g., in references 
to Codes of Practice), the following are the 
only major changes, chiefly in the long 
chapter on masonry. 

There are entirely new plates, very well 
drawn, of stone walling and steps, of a stone 
niche, a flat-arched lintol, a cast stone cor- 
nice, cast stone details, and stone slab 
facings; also information on cast stone. In 
Other chapters there are new drawings of 
partition-slabs and of asphalt details, to 
replace the previous illustrations; and there 
is an addition to the text dealing with par- 
titions. M. S. B.

MALAYA.—A large new housing estate 
jn Singapore is planned near the coast to 
the east of the city and is to be known as 
Sea View Park. The plan is for 200 houses 
and it is thought that prices will be upwards 
from £2,925. A £117,500 housing 
scheme is designed for Johore Bahru. 
The houses are expected to cost about 
£3,510 each. The Ipoh Malays Co-operative 
Housing Society is also to embark on a 
£117,500 housing scheme. . . . The Asia 
Insurance Company plan to start work on 
their £117,500 ten-storey building in Kuala 
Lumpur by the end of this year. The 
whele building will be air-conditioned. The 
firm plans similar buildings in Penang and 
Ipoh. 


The Federation Government plan to spend 
£330,000 to improve two Malaya Teachers’ 
Training Colleges in Tanjong Malim and 
Malacca. The project includes the building 
of secondary schools for training. . . . The 
Chairman of the Penang Port Commission 
has disclosed that a sum of £2,467,500 will 
be needed to improve Penang Harbour 
facilities. Of this £1,410,000 will be required 
for a new terminus and facilities for this 
ferry service; £470,000 will be required for 
modernisation of the dockyard at Bagan 
Dalam and £587,500 for the reclamation of 
Weld Quay. 


The Government of Sarawak has prepared 
an ambitious plan te develop and modernise 
the town and port of Sibu. The 
£1,175,000 expenditure will include approxi- 
mately £235,000 for port development, 
£470,000 for roads, about £88,000 for water 
supply, £58,750 for medical facilities, 
£235,000 for shop-house development and 
£58,750 for airfield improvement. A low- 
cost housing project is also included in the 
scheme. ... 


It is understood that tenders are now being 
invited privately from contractors with the 
local knowledge and experience for the con- 
struction of a new road between Serian 
and Simanggang, a portion of road which 
will eventually link Kuching with Sibu. 
Work is expected to start next March and 
will take five years to complete. The cost 
is expected to be around £3,525,000. . . . 
The British Malayan Petroleum Company 
have decided to erect a second ‘ island’ off 
the coast of Sarawak. The new island will be 
about 60 miles south-west of Ampa Patches, 
the site of the first island. The new island, 
to be called Siwa, will be in water 75-ft. 
deep. Building costs of both islands is esti- 
mated to be about £587,500. 


_ The Government plans the social and 
industrial development of Miri, with greatest 
emphasis on low-cost housing. The main 
aim of the heusing plan which should be 
completed by next June is to clear Kampong 
of slum areas. ... Shortage of building land 
_and the difficulty of bringing State depart- 
ments nearer together in Kuala Lumpur, 
the Federal capital, has led the Selangor 
State Government to propose replacing 
Kuala Lumpur by Klang as the State 
capital. The small town of Klang is situ- 
ated on the Sungei Klang about 30 miles 
west of Kuala Lumpur and a few miles east 
of the present Port Swettenham. Among 





many improvements being planned for 
Klang are improvements to the approach 
roads to the bridge which was planned to 
facilitate road communications. 


MEXICO.—The Federal Electricity Com- 
mission, after drilling in the Pathe zone of 
the State of Hidalgo, have discovered large 
resources of natural steam. They intend to 
install a geothermic generating station of 
11 megawatts in this area, similar to those 
used at Larderello in Italy. The expenditure 
involved in the purchase of equipment has 
been approved, but, as far as is known, no 
purchases have yet been made.... A 
credit has been opened by the Government 
of the State of Nuevo Leon for a sum of 
80m. pesos for the purpose of supplying 
the city of Monterray with adequate quanti- 
ties of water. The work will entail the 
construction of a small dam at Villa de 
Santiago, about 35 kilometres from 
Monterray.

The directory 
has been compiled by the Scottish Educa- 
tion Department, with the advice and assist- 
ance of Regional Advisory Councils for. 
Technical Education, Directors of Educa- 
tion and Principals of Central Institutions. 

Types of courses detailed include part-time 
courses leading to National or City and 
Guild of London certificates, full-time 
courses for College Diplomas and the Asso- 
ciateships and University Degree courses 
available in affiliated technical colleges. 

The first part of the directory lists the 
courses, ranging from accountancy, business 
administration and aero engineering to wood 
machining and wool manufacture.
